1 dead, 6 
injured in 
Virginia 
gay bar 
shooting

P olice in Roanoke, Virginia, say 
Ronald Gay’s long-simmering re¬ 
sentment about being teased over 
his last name led 
him to open fire 
in a gay bar 
there Friday, 

September 22, 
killing one per¬ 
son and injuring 
six others. 

“He con¬ 
fessed to the 
shOotitfg,” said Roanoke 
tenant William Althoff, adding that 
Gay told police he resented his name 
becoming synonymous with homo¬ 
sexuality. 

“He’s 53 years old. When he was 
growing up his name meant happy or 
joy, but as his life progressed he start¬ 
ed getting teased more,” Althoff told 
the Bay Area Reporter. “His sons 
changed their names. This concerned 
him greatly.” 

Gay was charged with murder for 
the shooting last Friday night at the 
Backstreet Cafe. He was arrested just 
after the crime when police spotted 
him walking two blocks from the bar. 
A 9 mm pistol was found in a trash 
can near the bar. 

Danny Overstreet, 43, died on the 
scene. Police said that all six of the in¬ 
jured victims are expected to survive, 
although one remained in critical 
condition. Three of the injured were 
discharged from the hospital over the 
weekend. 

One of those injured, Joel Tucker, 
told the B.A.R. that he recalled the 
woman he was with first spotted Gay 
and thought he looked “peculiar.” 

“Just then, I heard, pop, pop, pop, 
seven shots and he hit seven people, 
he was a good shot, he just went right 
down the line,” said Tucker. “I stood 
up and told everyone to get down. If I 
had stayed seated I might have been 
shot in the head. He shot me within a 
half-inch of my spine, if he shot any 
closer I would have been paralyzed.” 

Tucker said he first realized he had 
been shot when he felt blood and a 
stinging sensation on the small of his 
back. He was kept overnight in the 
hospital and allowed to go home the 
next day with the bullet still lodged in 
his back. Doctors told him it could be 
two months before the bullet would 
naturally work its way from the tissue 
in his back to a point where it could 
be safely removed. 

Tucker’s friend, Sue Smith, 45, was

I ith so many candi¬ 
dates running for 
supervisor in one of 
San Francisco’s most diverse 
districts, physical therapist 
Jim Rodriguez said he en¬ 
tered the District 10 race 
last April “as a personal 
challenge.” 

But when he saw the level 
of support he was getting in 
the community, Rodriguez 
told the Bay Area Reporter in 
a September 25 interview, he 
got serious about campaign¬ 
ing on the issues. 

With master’s degrees in 
physical therapy and in public administration, 
the 44-year-old candidate has been self-em¬ 
ployed as a consultant to physical therapy 
clinics in the Bay Area since 1994, a back¬ 
ground that he said will help him in attacking 
one of the city’s most serious problems: access 
to health care. 


A self-described “moder¬ 
ate,” revamping the city’s 
health care system and cre¬ 
ating a system of universal 
health care tops his plat¬ 
form’s agenda. Rodriguez 
wants to use his experience 
helping various clinics be¬ 
come profitable, which he 
says he achieves by stream¬ 
lining their administrative 
procedures and treatment 
practices. In the same way, 
he wants to “get the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health out 
of the red.” 

“I don’t think there’s 
anyone on the board now or 
that’s running that has that 
kind of expertise,” he said, 
while acknowledging that he is not an expert 
on the complex political machinations of 
health care in the city. 

“I’m not on the inside,” Rodriguez said. “All I 
get is information that is published in the media.”

" a political nature, though at least one can¬ 
didate for supervisor, Gary Virginia, is among 
the emcees slated for the main stage. 

Headlining the live performance main 
stage at. Castro and Market streets are Gail 
Wilson and City Swing, male vocalist Garen 
Benfield, Naked Boys Singing, and the Slow- 
Jack-All Gay Male Rock Band. For those who 
feel the urge to boogie to their own drum, 
there is the Latin stage from Futura, a techno 
stage by Raindrop, a country and western 
stage from the Sundance Association, and a 
swing stage produced by Swing Out. 

Last year, some 250,000 people attended 
the fall street fair, and about $60,000 was 
raised to benefit selected not-for-profit 
community groups.

Castro Main Line Gifts closes 


One gay teacher rescues another

A fter 25 years in the neigh¬ 
borhood, Main Line Gifts 
has closed its doors at 516 
Castro Street after owner Richard 
Urbiztondo’s landlord leased out 
a larger space in the building to a 
business that carries similar mer¬ 
chandise, forcing him to compete 
with his next-door neighbor for 
the same business. 

“My landlord pretty much 
controls the Castro,” he remarked. 
“He owns five buildings in the 
neighborhood.” 

Urbiztondo, who will continue 
to operate his second Main Line 
Gifts on Fillmore Street in a build- 


$2,500 less than the $7,000 a 
month he has been paying since 
his rent went up three years ago. 

Urbiztondo’s lover, who died 
seven years ago, was the sole 
owner of the business when it 
opened in 1975. 

“I’ve been here in the store 
since I was 18,” said Urbiztondo, 
adding that he would “love to 
come back to a different land¬ 
lord.” 

Urbiztondo said he will miss being 
in the midst of the Castro, where his 
store had become an integral part of 
the community over the years. 

“Most of all what I’m going to 
miss,” he said, “is how people 
come to this street to find their 
gay heritage.” T 


keeping the suspect from hurting 
anyone else. Cottrill held the sus¬ 
pect until police arrived. 

“Luke, in my view, is a hero,” 
said Schmidt. “I don’t know how 
much more damage I might have 
endured if he hadn’t come along. 
At great risk to himself he inter¬ 
vened and put himself out there to 
help somebody else.” 

Cottrill, it turns out, is also an 
openly gay teacher, in Hayward. 
Schmidt told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that what impressed him 
the most was that the last thing 
Cottrill did was refer the suspect 
to a drug rehabilitation center. 

“He showed such great com¬ 
passion, even in the midst of all 
the violence,” said Schmidt. “I’m 
certainly glad he’s in my neigh¬ 
borhood. I’m really grateful to this 
man.” 

Cottrill said his act was not 
heroic, and that it was time for 
neighbors to watch out for each 
other. 

“We need to take care of our 
old people, our small people, our 
women,” said Cottrill, 45. “We 
need to remember that people 
won’t act like that if we all hang to¬ 
gether. It’s our neighborhood.” ▼

S eptember 18 was a regular 
morning for Ron Schmidt, 
who left his Upper Market 
Street house just before 7 a.m. to 
indulge in his morning ritual at 
Cafe Flore. But as he and a woman 
crossed the street, a man who ap¬ 
peared to be high on drugs ap¬ 
proached, screaming at the 
woman, then turning his attention 
to Schmidt, who tried to ignore 
him. The man circled behind 
Schmidt and grabbed his keys 
from his belt loop, then started to 
run. Schmidt followed, trying to 
get his keys back. 

“He was dangling my keys in 
front of me, taunting me,” re¬ 
membered Schmidt. “He said, ‘I’m 


dying, don’t you understand,’ then 
he threw his backpack against the 
window of a restaurant, and I told 
him not to do that.” 

' At that moment, the suspect 
began to attack Schmidt, hitting 
him and knocking off his glasses. 

“I went down,” said Schmidt. “I 
got a few scrapes, which started to 
bleed.” 

The suspect also directed anti¬ 
gay comments toward Schmidt. 
“He was saying things like, ‘How 
do you like it? You have a broom¬ 
stick around?”’ 

It was then that Schmidt heard 
a loud voice from the intersection. 
He looked up to see “a man run¬ 
ning ... I’ve never seen somebody 
run so fast in my life.” 

Schmidt recognized the man; 
he had often seen him walking his 
dog in the morning. But he didn’t 
know his neighbor’s name until 
after the skirmish was over. 

Luke Cottrill, 45, had heard 
screams from his apartment at 
2130 Market Street, and came 
outside to learn that a newspaper 
vendor had just been attacked by 
the suspect. The vendor got away 
and went to call the police. Cottrill 
then looked across the street to see 
the suspect attacking Schmidt. 

“He was hitting this man,” said 
Cottrill, “and I just got pissed.” 

Cottrill ran to the scene, tack¬ 
led the suspect, and put him in a 
choke hold. 

“He tried to bite me,” said Cot¬ 
trill, who incidentally is the three¬ 
time power lifting champion of 
the Gay Games in Amsterdam, 
New York, and Vancouver. “He 
messed with the wrong person.” 

Schmidt, an openly gay teacher 
who retired in June, credits Cot¬ 
trill with limiting his injuries and

200 call boycott of ACT UP/SF

|| I oping to undercut the eco- 
|nomic strength of a small 
I I band of HIV/AIDS denial- 
ists using the name ACT UP/San 
Francisco, local activists have 
called for a boycott of the group’s 
Market Street medical marijuana 
dispensary. 

“ACT UP/San Francisco is 
blocking access to life-saving in¬ 
formation, and we’re going to 
hold them accountable,” declared 
Rebecca Hensler, one of the orga¬ 
nizers of a newly formed coalition 
called AIDS Activists Against Vio¬ 
lence and Lies. 

Hensler was joined last Thurs¬ 
day, September 21 on the steps of 


City Hall by other members of the 
first local AIDS Coalition to Unleash 
Power founded here in 1988, as well 
as other AIDS activists and workers 
and a few candidates for local office 
in support of the boycott. 

Some 200 individuals and a 
few AIDS groups have signed onto 
the boycott, published last week in 
a full page ad in the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter and in a Los Angeles-based 
biweekly gay newsmagazine. The 
ad also calls for individuals to 
contact local officials to “demand 
that they prosecute fully all violent 
behavior, and protect HIV educa¬ 
tors from personal harassment 
and intimidation.” 

Survive AIDS, one of the princi¬ 
pal organizers of the boycott, main¬ 
tains an alternative list of medical 


marijuana dispensaries on its Web 
site at www.surviveaids.org. 

“They lie to the community 
and the media, and they personal¬ 
ly stalk people who take a stand 
against them,” said Hensler. 

“The message is: don’t harm 
yourself. Don’t harm the commu¬ 
nity,” said Survive AIDS’ Hank 
Wilson, a member of the early 
ACT UP and candidate for Dis¬ 
trict 6 supervisor. 

“Clearly our crimes continue 
to be our vocal advocacy to in¬ 
form the public, and most impor¬ 
tantly, the lawmakers of the land, 
of the total sham of the 
HIV=AIDS hypothesis* respond¬ 
ed an ACT UP/SF member in an 
e-mail following the press confer¬

Bermudez goes for it

W e watched in awe last year 
as she disrupted debate 
after mayoral debate, de¬ 
manding inclusion of candidates 
who didn’t have millions of dollars 
behind them. Over the last several 
years, she has entered the races for 
city supervisor, treasurer, and 
mayor, each time sparking new 
political energy, but never getting 
the major backing necessary to 
win a race as an independent in 
this Democratic town. Now Lucre- 
cia Bermudez, the openly lesbian 
Latina candidate who is a 20-year 
resident of the Mission, seems 
once again to be taking on a futile 
task: challenging Supervisor Tom 
Ammiano for his seat, a longtime 
darling of District 9 who is heavi¬ 
ly favored to win in November. 

Still, it’s hard to tire of 
Bermudez, who was in the trench¬ 
es screaming about the political 
machine long before Ammiano 
even entered last year’s mayoral 
race. The woman who won’t quit 
is often the first to talk about al¬ 
ternatives to the system, a message 
that she thinks deserves top billing 
over who emerges as a victor. And 
no, to answer your question, she is 
not pleased with Ammiano’s pro¬ 
gressive politics, which she be¬ 
lieves have been compromised at 
the expense of her district. 

“I’m definitely not happy,” 
Bermudez told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. “There’s a vacuum. There’s 
no leadership in the neighbor¬ 
hood, actually.” 

Bermudez, who had accurate¬ 
ly advertised herself as the “only” 
progressive declared candidate in 
last year’s mayor’s race, was forced 
to stand on the sidelines as much 
of her early support was thrown 
behind Ammiano’s last-minute 
progressive write-in campaign. 

“I guess they thought he had a 
better chance at winning, because he 
was already an elected official,” she 
said. “But keeping those in power 
who are already elected doesn’t do 
much for the progressive cause.” 

Her own supporters include 
immigrants’ rights activists, Lati¬ 
no organizations, and tenants’ 
groups; securing an endorsement

from any of the numerous Demo¬ 
cratic clubs remains unlikely, both 
because she is not a Democrat and 
because she opposes the Democ¬ 
ratic influence on city policy. 

Bermudez has watched in hor¬ 
ror as her neighborhood has gone 
from diverse, affordable, and fam¬ 
ily-oriented to a yuppie sanctuary 
with rents higher than anywhere 
in the country. 

“I can’t believe it happened so 
fast,” she said. 

But her platform does intend 
to address these issues in ways the 
present political structure has not. 
One idea is to open a San Francis¬ 
co bank, governed by elected 
board members responsible for 
dispensing funds to neighbor¬ 
hoods most in need. 

“Not one single house has been 
built by this administration with¬ 
out federal money,” she said. “We 
need to move the city budget out 
of the hands of a few and into the 
neighborhoods that have been 
paying heir share of taxes but don’t 
receive their fair share of services.” 

Bermudez also wants to create 
neighborhood councils to bring 
residents into the planning and 
zoning process, rather than relying 
on officials appointed by the mayor. 

“There’s no accountability,” she 
said. “All commissions now ap¬ 
pointed by the mayor should be 
elected by the people. I understand 
that the mayor needs to have some 
kind of apparatus for operating ef¬ 
fectively, but the whole city 
shouldn’t belong to him.” 

Bermudez, who works days as 
a financial manager for various 
nonprofits, is also concerned 


about nonprofit displacement. 

“One of the problems is that 
people are beginning to disregard 
anything that isn’t dot-com as 
unimportant,” she said. “But it’s a 
time bomb. When the dot-coms 
close down, we’ll be left with un¬ 
believable real estate.” 

Bermudez points to programs 
that combine development and 
low-income housing with job 
training as possible solutions. 

“There is a program now that 
wants to build low-income hous¬ 
ing which will rent a few floors to 
dot-com companies at market 
rate with the condition that they 
train the residents on computers,” 
she said. “It’s a better answer than 
we’ve seen so far.” 

Most of all, said Bermudez, her 
platform will focus on using 
neighbors’ voices to plan and de¬ 
cide the future of the city. 

“Our proposals are complete, 
fair measures that could bring the 
balance back,” she said. “It’s amaz¬ 
ing to see now, how many indepen¬ 
dent groups are calling for neigh¬ 
borhood empowerment, which is 
what I have stood for all along.” 

In addition to Ammiano, 
Bermudez faces challengers Maria 
Martinez, Ron Norlin, and Valerie 
Tulier, candidates that she says 
“are running with a lot of‘blah, 
blah, blah.’” 

“They have good intentions, 
but everyone is trying for a piece 
of the pie of the Democratic pow¬ 
ers in this city, when we need a 
change of political process for the 
city to actually change.”

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T he so-called “ex-gay” movement is a 
sham. We’ve long known that those 
purported to be “cured” of their ho¬ 
mosexuality by turning to God and other, 
more extreme forms of psychiatric 
manipulation, are leading their , 

lives in denial, trying desperately ^ w * 
to present themselves as “nor- 
mal” when they are anything but 
normal. To be “normal” in this —> 
sense is to be comfortable with who 
you are and who you love, whoever that 
person may be - gay, lesbian, bisexual, 
transgender, or straight. The 
ex-gays go around telling any¬ 
one who will listen that “the 
truth will set you free,” and 
boy, that certainly proved to be the case last 
week when the most celebrated ex-gay 
poster boy in the country - John Paulk - 
was seen by a very observant Human Rights 
Campaign staffer in a Washington D.C. gay 
bar in the heart of the city’s gay district. 

It doesn’t get much better than that. 
HRC’s Wayne Besen, who ran to the bar as 
fast as he could after getting a call from his 
colleague Darryl Herrschaft saying he 
thought he recognized Paulk when he entered 
Mr. P’s bar, told us the sighting is bad news 
for the troubled ex-gay movement. Over the 
years, Paulk, who’s chairman of the board of 
Exodus International and employed by Focus 
on the Family, has presented himself as some¬ 
one who’s been “cured” of his gayness and 
married to a “former lesbian,” Anne Paulk, 
even though in 1998, Time magazine had 
been unable to find even one former girl¬ 
friend of the supposedly former lesbian. 

“I think it’s definitely a blow for the ex¬ 
gay movement,” Besen said. “Their most 
prominent spokesman has been exposed as 
fraudulent part of a fraudulent movement 
that’s a farce.” 

For his part, Paulk has said he was mere¬ 
ly stopping by Mr. P’s to use the restroom, 
which is an odd explanation, considering he 
stayed at the bar for about 40 minutes and 
struck up a conversation with Herrschaft, 
even offering to buy him a drink, which 
Herrschaft declined. 



And another interesting thing happened 
at the bar. When Besen arrived, Paulk im¬ 
mediately recognized him and tried to hide, 
later exiting the bar’s front door “head 
down, walking in a straight line up the 
street very quickly,” according to 
news reports. 

As Besen told us, the entire 
religious right movement has 
spent enormous sums of money 
trying to support the ex-gay 
movement and now Paulk, the 
^ “crown jewel,” of the move¬ 
ment, has fallen. What 
will happen to the con¬ 
flicted Paulk? It’s hard 
to say. Besen 
thinks Focus on 
the Family may as fflL 
find it difficult to 
fire Paulk, yet if 
they keep him on 1 
the payroll, their 
reputation is tarnished in the eyes of 



conservative America. A statement from Ex¬ 
odus International revealed that while the 
group has not removed Paulk from its 
board, they do realize that the incident has 
“dealt a severe blow to John’s credibil¬ 
ity as an Exodus spokesperson.” 
Paulk’s foray into a gay bar is 
wonderful because it so obviously 
shows that Paulk is repressing some¬ 
thing within himself. The ex-gay 
movement has long used the false 
premise that homosexuality is 
wrong and they have used that 
argument as the backbone in 
their attempts to overturn or 
deny equal rights advances 
for gays and lesbians. 

It’s time for Paulk to 
come forward and admit 
that the ex-gay movement 
is a fraud. Perhaps he could 
use next month’s National 
Coming Out Day to deliver 
that message. T

Vote for ‘lavender interests’

I n the next several weeks, the queer com¬ 
munity will be barraged with propagan¬ 
da from the lackeys of Mayor Willie 
Brown beseeching gay, lesbian, bisexual, and 
transgender voters to concentrate our 
proven voting clout and to “vote gay,” i.e. to 
concentrate our votes for candidates who 
identify themselves as queer on the various 
mailers, slate cards, and billboards produced 
by Robert Barnes and the Alice B. Toklas 
Lesbian and Gay Democrat Club which will 
be ubiquitous throughout our neighbor¬ 
hoods. 

In my opinion, an unthinking response 
to these appeals should be avoided. We 
should, instead, vote according to our 
“lavender interests.” Just what are our 
“lavender interests”? 

In San Francisco, queers have few new 
barriers to break through in electoral poli¬ 
tics, except, perhaps, for mayor and our 
congressional representative. Thus I give the 
following rationale for avoiding a strictly 
“lavender sweep” mentality when casting 
our ballots in November. 

No candidate in the city can succeed and 
have anything resembling a “homophobic 
position.” It is likely that even the most con¬ 
servative San Francisco supervisor can be 
depended on support such core queer issues 
as AIDS funding and services, employment 
and housing non-discrimination, and 
spousal benefits. As for issues of sexual free¬ 
dom, for example, the re-opening of the 
bathhouses, how many of our queer elected 
officials have disappointed us in the past on 
these issues? 

Promoting a “lavender slate” is an ex¬ 
tremely unsophisticated strategy for the 
proven voter awareness of our queer com¬ 
munity. As potent a voting bloc that we may 
be, we are still a minority within the city. 


How can we build and participate in pro¬ 
gressive coalitions if we uncritically support 
only queer candidates? Why should any 
other community vote for our best candi¬ 
dates if we choose to “bullet” vote for queer 
candidates? 

Mayor Brown originally appointed many 
of the queer elected officials in San Francis¬ 
co. Could each of them have been elected on 
their own if they were not beholden to the 
mayor? Do we want to be in the position 
of having Willie Brown name the lead¬ 
ership of our community? 

On the local scene, just what are 
the important “gay” issues facing 
us? 

I’d suggest that the number one 
“queer issue” facing us is affordable 
housing. San Francisco has been a 
haven for lesbians, gay 
men, bisexuals and trans¬ 
people for 40 years. How 
can new young queers 
move to this “gay mecca” if they cannot find 
jobs which pay enough to afford the ever 
rising rents in this city? While there are 
more entry-level jobs than ever in this city, 
how many pay enough to even share an 
apartment? The main issues affecting our 
community this election cycle are econom¬ 
ic and class issues: housing, living wages, 
“dot-communization,” the disappearance of 
nonprofit office space in the city, and the 
corruption of soft political money in the 
district supervisor campaigns, among oth¬ 
ers. 

These forces are threatening the very fu¬ 
ture of San Francisco as a queer mecca. 
These are the issues I identify as queer is¬ 
sues. And yet, many lavender candidates 
who do the unquestioned bidding of Willie 
Brown, have exacerbated the deterioration 
of this queer mecca. 

Frankly, the leadership which has been 
foisted upon by the likes of Willie Brown, 



Robert Barnes, and the Alice B. Toklas Club 
have been a sorry lot. Look at the election 
year progressivism of Mark Leno in District 
8. Leno only acts the independent when his 
votes cannot threaten the agenda of the 
Brown machine. Look at the dubious ethics 
of taxi company pawn Chris Dittenhafer in 
District 6. And look at the sorry record of 
District 5 candidate Juanita Owens while 
she’s been on the San Francisco school 
board. A sorrier bunch of mayoral syco¬ 
phants there never has been. 

All issues in San Francisco are queer is¬ 
sues: housing, transit and public safety, gen- 
trification, living wages, health 
care access; however, the correct 
positions on these issues have lit¬ 
tle or nothing to do with a can¬ 
didate’s sexual orientation. To 
vote “lavender” without 
consideration of other 
progressive issues is prob¬ 
lematic, because then we 
are in the position of supporting candidates 
with lousy positions, just because they raise 
the rainbow flag. We have been ill served by 
too many of our lavender slate elected offi¬ 
cials. 

How many of our lavender candidates 
have been shameless careerists, beholden to 
the “higher authorities” in the city machine, 
at the expense of the “community” they 
come from? Some of the most cynical and 
odious “gay” political operatives are respon¬ 
sible for the promotion of lavender slates, 
yet they felt no obligation to support Tom 
Ammiano during the last mayoral election, 
nor did they feel it necessary to support 
Harry Britt for Congress. Why, if not for 
purely cynical reasons, should they promote 
one now? 

For these reasons, and many others, I 
urge queer voters to vote on issues this elec¬ 
tion: vote on your pocketbook, housing, and 
basic economic issues. T 
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HIV ad stops with TV stations 

First, let me thank the B.A.R. for doing an excel¬ 
lent article [“KGO bans HIV prevention commercials 
from daytime TV,” September 21 ] on the banning of 
the “HIV Stops With Me” television commercial - you 
were more accurate than the Chronicle. You do an im¬ 
portant service by letting the community know when 
powerful TV stations are acting against our interests. 

We heard a lot of concern for “the children” from 
KGO, KTVU, KPIX, and KBHK.

Un¬ 
fortunately, they don’t want to see the 
“HIV Stops With Me” commercial because 
it portrays gays and transgenders and peo¬ 
ple who are HIV-positive as proud, respect¬ 
ful, and compassionate - this conflicts 
with their desire to create another gener¬ 
ation of hate and intolerance. 

We won’t evolve as a society until we 
start promoting healthy attitudes about sex, sexual 
orientation, and gender identity. “HIV Stops With 
Me” is about caring and love and responsibility. Any¬ 
body who finds that “offensive” or “disgusting” is 
making a statement about how they feel about us. See 
the commercial at hivstopswithme.org and decide for 
yourself.

In praise of the library 

For many years James Chaffee and a group of li¬ 
brary naysayers have been making wild charges about 
the public library, harassing the Library Commission, 
and bringing frivolous lawsuits. Because of their ha¬ 
tred for the New Main Library and the library system, 
they are now urging San Franciscans to vote against 
Proposition A, a bond issue to make safe and mod¬ 
ernize the city’s branch libraries [“Not our library 
branches, too,” Guest Opinion, September 14]. 

Of particular disdain to the naysayers is the Friends 
and Foundation of the San Francisco Public Library. 
Formed more than 40 years ago, it is a group for the li¬ 
brary composed of some 1,000 members and similar 
to hundreds of such library groups across the country. 
Over the years it has recruited volunteers to help the li¬ 
brary, fought to maintain and, through Proposition E, 
enhance the library’s budget, and raised more than $30 
million to furnish the New Main and several branch 
libraries. The funds raised come primarily from indi¬ 
viduals, foundations, and bequests. 

The James C. Hormel Center at the New Main 
consisting of the reading room and an endowment is 
the result of more than $2.5 million raised by gays and 
lesbians through the Friends and Foundation. The 
revenues from the endowment support the acquisi¬ 
tion of new books and materials and historical items 
on gay and lesbian life which are beyond the scope of 
taxpayer support. On September 30, friends of the 
Hormel Center are sponsoring a dinner at the New 
Main Library to add to the endowment. 

Similar centers and endowments have or will be 
created through the Friends and Foundation to reflect 
the diverse life of San Francisco. The naysayers can¬ 
not abide this opening of the library system to new 
people, ideas, and services. They thus attack the 
branch improvement bonds since it means more 
change to the library. The library needs constructive 
critics. The naysayers are destructive and should find 
a new venue to expunge their personal frustrations.

Who was Alan Turing?

September 4, 1939 (61 years ago 
this month): Alan Turing joins 
British code breakers at Bletchley 
Park 

B ritish mathematician Alan 
Turing invented the field of 
computer science in 1936 - 
before computers even existed. He 
went on to create machines that 
broke secret German codes during 
World War II and contributed to 
the Allied victory over the Nazis. 
Yet, none of his achievements pro¬ 
tected him when police discovered 
he was a homosexual. 

Turing’s mathematical talent 
was obvious when, at 13, he en¬ 
rolled at Sherbourne, an upper 
class boarding school, but teach¬ 
ers there considered him a prob¬ 
lem student. The faculty believed 
that a broad education was the 
best preparation for England’s 
elite, but “problem student” Tur¬ 
ing was a specialist who hated any 
subject that was not science or 
math. One English teacher decried 
his “unswerving inexactitude 
and slipshod, dirty, work” 
on his report card and 
other teachers worried 
about his future. 

In spite of his “faults,” 

Turing survived Sherbourne 
and went on to Cambridge. 
There, he met other 
students who shared 
his passion for math¬ 
ematics. One was a 
math whiz named James Atkins, a 
man who appealed to Turing 
physically as well as mentally. 
Though the two never fell in love, 
their sexual friendship lasted for 
several years. At the time, many 
English homosexuals kept their 
sexuality secret, but Turing was 
open to close friends. 

As Turing learned more about 
mathematics, he became absorbed 
by what was then a central ques¬ 
tion among theorists. Essentially, 
the question was whether the 
rules of mathematics could be ab¬ 
solutely proven. In 1936, when he 
was just 24, Turing published a 
paper that answered the question. 
The answer was “no,” but non¬ 
mathematicians have been more 
affected by the way Turing an¬ 
swered the question than by the 
answer itself. 

Turing based his argument on 
an imaginary machine that auto¬ 
matically solved mathematical 
problems. Turing showed that 
even if the machine’s operator 
knew what all of the machine’s in¬ 
puts were and exactly how the 
machine was designed, he could 
not predict the behavior of the 
machine. This proved the paper’s

point, but more importantly, the 
“Turing machine” was the first 
mathematical description of a 
computer. 

Turing continued his work 
in theoretical mathematics 
and tinkered with building 
computing devices for the 
next three years, but in 
1939, Great Britain de¬ 
clared war on Germany 
and needed Turing’s help. 
The Germans used 
secret codes that 
British intelligence 
analysts could not 
crack, and Turing was asked to 
join an expanded code-breaking 
team. 

On September 4, 1939, Turing 
arrived at a top-secret installation 
called Bletchley Park, outside a 
small country town. There he de¬ 
signed a decoding machine based 
on his theory, and by May 1940, a 
prototype was finished. The first 
machine was imperfect, but tech¬ 
nical innovations led to improved 
machines that worked consistent¬ 
ly. The messages Turing and his 
team decoded helped Allied forces 
win the war, especially the war in 
the Atlantic. The navy used de¬ 
coded communications to track 
the positions of the German U- 
boats that harassed shipping be¬ 
tween the United States and Eng¬ 
land and keep the vital supply line 
open. 

While Turing was working at 
Bletchley Park, he met a mathe¬ 
matician named Joan Clarke. The 
two became inseparable friends, 
and even though Turing told her 
about his “homosexual tenden¬ 
cies,” she said yes when he pro¬ 
posed marriage in spring, 1941. 
The engagement lasted through 
the summer, but Turing broke off 


the engagement in the fall to spare 
his fiancee the pain of marriage to 
a homosexual. 

After the end of the war, Tur¬ 
ing continued his work designing 
computers, first at the National 
Physical Laboratory and later at 
Manchester University. In Man¬ 
chester, Turing discovered a cruis¬ 
ing area popular with working- 
class men. He met Arnold Murray 
there and invited him to visit him 
later at his home just outside 
Manchester. Murray accepted 
Turing’s invitation and spent the 
night. Turing offered Murray 
money the next morning, but 
Murray refused it on grounds that 
he was not a “renter.” 

A few weeks later, Turing’s 
home was burglarized. When he 
discovered the burglary, he called 
police to report the crime, but he 
did not tell them that he suspect¬ 
ed that Murray was involved. 
Later he confronted Murray, who 
denied his accusations, but fin¬ 
gered a friend named Harry. Tur¬ 
ing and Murray went to the police 
the next day and told them about 
Harry. When police interrogated 
Harry, he told them Murray and 
Turing had a sexual relationship. 

Police interrogated Turing at 
his home, and he confessed every¬ 
thing. At his short trial he pled 
guilty to “gross indecency.” He was 
offered a choice between prison 
time and chemical castration, and 
he chose the latter. He endured es¬ 
trogen injections that suppressed 
his sex drive and caused him to 
develop breasts from 1952 to 
1953. 

On June 8, 1954, Turing was 
found dead in his bed. The coro¬ 
ner was called but his investiga¬ 
tion was perfunctory. Though 
there was no note, the jar of 
cyanide solution he found told the 
whole story. ▼

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State races crucial 
to House control

W ith Democrat Al Gore 
thought to be ahead by 
double-digit numbers 
and expected to pick up Califor¬ 
nia’s 54 electoral votes, and with a 
popular incumbent U.S. senator, 
Dianne Feinstein, also at the top 
of the ticket, Democratic congres¬ 
sional candidates in the state are 
hoping that Gore’s coattails will be 
long enough on November 7 to 
help their party regain control of 
the House of Representatives. 

Though they would 
never admit it, Republi¬ 
can campaign strategists 
both locally and nation¬ 
ally now expect Gore to 
easily take California 
and the real question 
is how many House 
seats the De¬ 
mocrats will 
take from the 
GOP in Cali¬ 
fornia. Six of the state’s current 52 
House seats are very much in play 
in this election with even Republi¬ 
cans privately feeling they will 
most likely lose a minimum of 
three. 

In those particular districts - 
the 15th District, where incum¬ 
bent GOP Representative Tom 
Campbell has given up the seat in 
order to challenge Senator Fein¬ 
stein, Assemblyman Mike 
Honda, the Democrat, is now the 
favorite over Republican Assem¬ 
blyman Jim Cunneen. (President 
Clinton appeared in the district 
last week on behalf of Honda and 
the GOP has reportedly all but 
conceded the seat to the Democ¬ 
rats); the 27th District where in¬ 
cumbent GOP Representative 
James Rogan is now thought to 
be trailing Democratic challenger 
Adam Schiff, a state senator; and 
the 36th District where former 
Representative Jane Harman, the 
Democrat, is thought to be slight¬ 
ly ahead of incumbent Republican 
Representative Steve Kuyk¬ 
endall. 

Representative Brian Bilbray 
(R) of Imperial Beach also is being 
strongly challenged by Democrat¬ 
ic Assemblywoman Susan Davis 
in the 49th Congressional District, 
but Bilbray is currently slightly 
ahead in that race. Another Re¬ 
publican incumbent, Representa¬ 
tive Steve Horn of Long Beach, is 
also thought to be in re-election 
trouble, while one Democratic in¬ 
cumbent, Representative Calvin 
Dooley of Hanford, is in a battle 
for political survival, but expected 
to win re-election. 

The current Democratic mar¬ 
gin in the California congression¬ 
al delegation is 27-25, but Democ¬ 
rats could wind up with a 33-19 
margin after the November elec¬ 
tion with an even stronger chance 
to gain more seats from the De- 
mocratic-dominated redrawing of 
districts after the 2000 census. 
Under the current alignment, 
House Republicans have a 12-seat 
advantage over Democrats, 222- 
210. Representative Herbert 
Bateman (R-Virginia) died last 
week; he had planned to retire and 
his seat will remain with the GOP. 
Another current Republican seat, 
held by Democrat-turned-Repub- 
lican Representative Matthew 
Martinez of California is sure to 
change back to the Democrats in 
November because no Republican 
candidate is on the ballot. Two in¬ 


dependent House members divide 
their votes between the two par¬ 
ties, effectively canceling each ei¬ 
ther other out. A switch of only 
seven seats this year could reverse 
the balance of power and give the 
Democratic Party a majority. 

However, there’s a complica¬ 
tion in the math: Democratic 
Representative James Traficant, 
a party maverick from Ohio, has 
threatened to vote for GOP House 
Speaker Dennis Hastert instead 
of Democrat Richard Gephardt. 
No one is certain if he will follow 
through with the threat 
and at any rate, Trafi¬ 
cant is expected to be 
indicted by a federal 
grand jury probing 
organized crime 
which could lead to 
his eventual departure 
from the House, if he’s 
indicted and 
convicted. 
Moreover, if 
control of the 
House came down to one or two 
seats, both parties could be ex¬ 
pected to furiously court potential 
party switchers, just as Republi¬ 
cans bolstered their newly won 
majority in early 1995 with De¬ 
mocratic defectors. 

A GOP ‘October surprise’? 

One of the hottest things going 
around the Internet this week (I 
got several e-mails on the subject) 
has this one in the rumor mill: 
Some are predicting that with the 
Republican Party feeling that they 
made a political mistake by tap¬ 
ping Dick Cheney as the veep

candidate (the GOP complains 
he’s a lousy candidate, particular¬ 
ly when compared to Joe Lieber- 
man), George W. Bush and the 
Republicans will get Cheney to re¬ 
sign as veep nominee a couple of 
weeks before the November elec¬ 
tion because of a trumped-up 
heart problem or potential “threat 
to his health.” Then either John 
McCain, Colin Powell, or Bush’s 
foreign policy expert Condelezza 
Rice, will be asked to come on the 
ticket to hopefully, save Bush and 
the Republicans. It sounds too 
corny to be true. I can remember a 
couple of decades back when the 
Democrats were forced to replace 
then-Senator Tom Eagleton of 
Missouri as their veep nominee 
with Sargent Shriver at the last 
minute because of Eagleton’s per¬ 
ceived mental health problems. 

Meanwhile, Al Gore, coming 
off a week that wasn’t the best of 
his campaign, now trails Bush by 1 
percent in some of the latest polls. 
This one will still be decided by the 
debates, the First of which takes 
place this Tuesday, October 3. 

One area that has Bush and the 
Republicans worried is the male 
vote. Bush, leading among male 
voters as recently as two weeks ago 
by 48 percent to Gore’s 37 percent, 


with the rest going to third-party 
candidates, has seen his advantage 
among men drop to only 5 per¬ 
cent this week, according to the 
respected Zogby Poll. Indeed, 
while Bush busily courted women 
voters last week by appearing on 
daytime TV shows hosted by 
Oprah Winfrey and Regis 
Philbin, men are now apparently 
deserting the Republican nominee 
for Gore. While Bush’s drop in 
support among male voters is not 
nearly as dramatic as his late-sum- 
mer fall from grace among 
women, it could still be more sig¬ 
nificant, because GOP presidential 
candidates usually win a sizable 
majority of men on Election Day. 
Republicans have won a majority 
of the male vote in every election 
since 1980, with the exception of 
Bush’s father in 1992, when he lost 
a lot of male support to indepen¬ 
dent candidate Ross Perot. Four 
years ago, Bob Dole carried the 
male vote, but lost the election be¬ 
cause of President Bill Clinton’s 
overwhelming support from 
women voters. Polls differ on how 
much Bush’s male support has 
eroded, but some show Bush and 
Gore now splitting the male vote. 
Others still show Bush holding a 
lead, but he has definitely lost 
ground since his peak just after 
the Republican convention. 

Politics and people 

State Controller Kathleen 
Connell, not exactly the most 
popular Democrat in politics, has 
announced her candidacy for 
mayor of Los Angeles in next 
April’s municipal election. 

The San Francisco chapter of 
the National Women’s Political 
Caucus endorsed Juanita Owens 
for supervisor in District 5, and 
“recommended” (the NWPC 
doesn’t endorse male candidates) 
Mark Leno in District 8 and 
Chris Dittenhafer in District 6. 
Chris Daly, a supe candidate in 
District 6, is touting the endorse¬ 
ment of District Attorney Te re n ce 
Hallinan, while one of his oppo¬ 
nents, openly gay activist Hank 
Wilson, has the endorsement of 
Public Defender Jeff Brown 
(Wilson comes out the winner in 
that endorsement game). Inciden¬ 
tally, the Noe Valley Democratic 
Club overwhelmingly endorsed 
incumbent Leno in District 8. 

The Madison City Council 
(Wisconsin) voted unanimously 
to include transgender people in 
its equal opportunity ordinance; 
Madison is the first city in that 
state and the 29th in the country 
to have a law prohibiting gender 
identity-based discrimination. 

Friends of mine who attended 
Jesse Ventura’s public appear¬ 
ance last week in Marin tell me the 
Minnesota governor had numer¬ 
ous pro-gay comments to make, 
including allowing gays and les¬ 
bians to serve openly in the mili¬ 
tary; one political writer who in¬ 
terviewed Ventura while he was in 
the Bay Area plugging his new 
book told me that while Ventura 
now insists he won’t endorse in 
the presidential race, those close 
to the independent Minnesota 
governor say he will likely find a 
reason to lend his support to Al 
Gore before the November elec¬ 
tion. 

Remember that Tuesday, Octo¬ 
ber 10 is the final day to register to 
vote in the November 7 general 
election.

The principal roots 
of homophobia

f hen I First heard about 
the publication of a new 
book called Homophobia: 
A History, by Byrne Fone, I was ex¬ 
cited by the prospect of a thought- 
provoking look at how hatred of 
homosexuality became sd deeply 
rooted in our culture. But I found 
Fone’s book just plain pro¬ 
voking, a good example of 
how some gay men still ne¬ 
glect to draw important con¬ 
nections between women’s 
oppression and their own. 

The first shortcoming 
of Fone’s book is that 
it purportedly deals 
with the experience of 
gay men and 
lesbians but, in 
fact, gives les¬ 
bians short 
shrift for most of its almost 500 
pages. I haven’t yet seen a review of 
it that mentions this obvious 
weakness, but then all the reviews 
I’ve read so far have been written 
by men. I would have no objection 
to Fone’s book if he’d called it, say, 
The Hatred of Gay Men Through 
History - not as catchy a tide, but 
more accurate. The misleading use 
of the word “homophobia” implies 
that Fone’s research includes les¬ 
bian experience, but all he does is 
toss in a sprinkling of references to 




Lesbian Notions 


Fone’s apparent lack of interest 
in lesbian experience is, however, 
just part of a bigger problem with 
his analysis - the failure to locate 
the principal roots of homopho¬ 
bia in misogyny and sexism. He 
admits that there’s some sort of 
vague connection between differ¬ 
ent kinds of prejudice, but he 
leaves it at that. And he only notes 
in passing a 1949 essay by James 
Baldwin, “Preservation of Inno¬ 
cence: Studies for a New Morali¬ 
ty”, in which Baldwin posited that 
the “ambiguous and terrible posi¬ 


tion” of homosexuals in society 
derived directly from sexism. 

Baldwin was way ahead of his 
time. Sadly, over a half-century 
after he wrote about the connec¬ 
tions between sexism and what 
later became known as homopho¬ 
bia, there remains a blindness 
among some in our community 
to why “women’s issues” matter 
and why gay men should care 
,about them. It’s not because 
it’s politically correct to do 
so or because your lesbian 
friends will get mad if you 
don’t, but because the oppres¬ 
sion of women and of gay 
men are inextricably 
linked. 

For me, the definitive 
work on homophobia is 
still Suzanne 
Pharr’s excel¬ 
lent 1988 
book, Homo¬ 
phobia: A Weapon of Sexism (re¬ 
vised in 1997), which offers a 
compelling argument for why all 
gay men need to become femi¬ 
nists. Pharr honed her theory - 
which, like Baldwin’s, holds that 
the roots of homophobia lie in 
sexism - while leading anti-ho¬ 
mophobia workshops for women. 

When Pharr asked workshop 
participants to imagine what the 
world would look like without ho¬ 
mophobia, women invariably en¬ 
visioned a place without any gen¬ 
der roles. In that ideal world, boys 
would not be labeled as sissies or 
girls as tomboys; men and women 
would hold jobs based solely on 
ability; men could show physical 
affection for each other openly 
and not just on the football field; 
and people could enjoy wearing 
whatever clothing they liked with¬ 
out fear of ridicule or repercus¬ 
sion. It’s this kind of world, a 
much freer one for men, women, 
and transgendered people, that has 
been a major goal of feminism. 

Not by coincidence, it’s primar¬ 
ily the fear of shifting gender roles 


that fuels hatred of homosexuals, 
who don’t act the way men and 
women “should.” In our patriarchal 
society, there are penetrators (the 
strong or masculine) and the pene¬ 
trated (the weak or feminine). To 
have sex “like a woman” or to be 
“effeminate” is the ultimate taboo 
for men, and to pursue women sex¬ 
ually and live outside the control of 
men is the ultimate taboo for 
women. When men and women 
don’t follow rigidly prescribed gen¬ 
der roles, all hell can break loose. 
Women and men might actually 
become equal, and then who would 
do all the menial or unpaid labor 
that has for ages been designated as 
“women’s work”? 

An extreme example of the en¬ 
forcement of gender roles surfaced 
recently in a news story about a 
straight couple in Ohio whose 6- 
year-old was taken away by a chil¬ 
dren’s welfare agency. The charge 
against the mother and father was 
that they let their child - a biologi¬ 
cal boy who identifies as a girl - 
wear jewelry, dress in girl’s clothing, 
and answer to a female name. That 
the adults had allowed this gender 
transgression to happen was con¬ 
sidered a sign of very bad parent¬ 
ing, and local officials stepped in. 

A society that’s so heavily in¬ 
vested in rigid gender roles doesn’t 
have much hope of changing un¬ 
less men recognize that the change 
benefits them, too. That’s why 
there needs to be a greater under¬ 
standing among gay men that ho¬ 
mophobia isn’t just about hatred 
of “faggots” over the centuries, but 
that it’s part of a larger problem - 
the entrenched belief that women 
and all things society designates as 
“feminine” are inferior. ▼

21,9:40p.m.: Hearing a loud noise 
from outside his house, a man 
looked through his window and 
saw a man coming out of his 
garage riding his bicycle. The 
resident ran downstairs to 
his truck to follow the 
thief. A short time 
later, he saw the sus¬ 
pect on the corner of 
20th and Mission. 
Sneaking up from be¬ 
hind, the man 
heard the bike 
snatcher tell an¬ 
other man, “Give 
me $35 for the 
bike.” Then the suspect saw the 
owner behind him and took off 
running. The owner ran after the 
suspect, who threw the bike down 
in his path. The owner recovered 
his bicycle, but the suspect - de¬ 
scribed as African American, 5 
feet 9 inches tall, weighing 150 
pounds, 35-40 years old, wearing 
a mustard brown coat and tan 
pants - was last seen running east- 
bound on 20th Street. 

There have been many report¬ 
ed thefts lately involving bicycles 
taken during garage burglaries. 
Garages typically are not well se¬ 
cured and bikes are easily turned 
over for quick cash. They also can 
be repainted or altered so that 


they are no longer identifiable. 
Here are a few tips for theft pre¬ 
vention: 

1) Be aware of your surround¬ 
ings while riding, even when you 
enter your own neighborhood. 

2) Know your neighbors. 
Neighbors are often the first to see 
garage break-ins and call 911. If 
they don’t know you, they may 
think the burglar belongs there. 

3) Change your routine. Alter¬ 
nate storing you bike in the garage 
and in the house. 

4) Light up dark areas outside 
your garage. Cut bushes, trim 
trees, and remove boxes and any¬ 
thing else that might conceal a 
suspect. 

5) Check the doors and win¬ 
dows of your garage. If you can 
move them at all while locked, re¬ 
place the locks. 

6) Lock your bike to a fixed ob¬ 
ject inside the garage; take off the 
front wheel, as if you have it 
parked outside. 

7) Keep a photo and serial num¬ 
ber of your bike handy. Engrave 
your initial in the handlebars. 

8) The best policy is not to 
confront the suspect. Get a good 
description, direction of travel, 
and call 911. ▼

L ast week a media campaign attacking our organization was orchestrated by 
executives of the Stop AIDS Project, San Francisco AIDS Foundation (SFAF), 
Project Inform and the University of California San Francisco (UCSF). It was 
funded with federal HIV dollars. Before believing the hype it's important to ask: 
Why should we trust those who made careers cashing in on a crisis? 

Don't Buy the HIV Lie! 


Since 1984, gay culture has become colonized by a cadre of hypocritical moralists 
who pledge allegiance to HIV.

It's time to admit it—HIV is being used as an 
antigay weapon to drum up funding for an elite few. But no lie can live forever. 

Drugged to Death 


To make matters worse, we are now faced with the tragic consequences of ACT UP 
founder Larry Kramer's "drugs into bodies" disaster where he decided to offer up 
our community as guinea pigs for HIV testing and treatment.

In his final column for P0Z r AIDS drug activist Stephen Gendin wrote: "These days, 
my friends and I often mourn the loss of activism. Everyone we know is still doing 
AIDS work, but our involvement is institutionalized.

we're professionals. AIDS is a 9-to-5 job. It disgusts me to see what I've become." 
It disgusts us too to see poison pushers and career climbers like Pat Christen grab

A who’s who of lesbian health 
gathered in Washington, 
D.C. September 21 to 23 for 
Healing Works: The First Nation¬ 
al Conference on Lesbians and 
Cancer. It was organized by the 
Mautner Project for lesbians with 
cancer in celebration of its 10th 
anniversary. More than 250 peo¬ 
ple attended the confab.

i “Webster’s defines revolution 
as a radical change in a situation. 
And Lord knows, we need a radi¬ 
cal change in the situation of 
health care in this country,” said 
keynote speaker Dr. Marilyn Gas¬ 
ton. She is assistant surgeon gen¬ 
eral with the U.S. Public Health 
Service and only the second 
African American woman to 
achieve the rank of rear admiral in 
thatlfervice. 

“We neeeha radical change in 
the access to quality health care” 
and “the disparities because of 


where you live, who you love, how 
you live.” While data is spotty, 
what data exists “shows that les¬ 
bians far outnumber other 
women in terms of not being in¬ 
sured,” said Gaston. 

“We spend $1.3 trillion on 
health care in this country, and 45 
million are uninsured. Doesn’t 
that boggle your mind?” she 
asked, before calling for universal 
health care coverage. 

Gaston focused on homopho¬ 
bia as a significant impediment to 
health care. A survey by the Gay 
and Lesbian Medical Association 
revealed that 70 percent of its 
members had witnessed a lower 
standard of care given to lesbians. 
Gaston found that “startling.” 

A survey of physicians found 
40 percent of them admitting to 
being uncomfortable with and 
having difficulty caring for LGBT 
patients. So it is no surprise that 
lesbians and gays often are reluc¬ 
tant to inform their physician of 
their sexual orientation. And 
when they do, those physicians 
often do not understand the spe¬ 
cial health care needs of LGBT pa¬ 
tients. 

“We are losing black women 
[to breast cancer] at a rate two 
times [that of white women] be¬ 
cause we are getting diagnosed at

Petitioning for lesbian 
inclusion in health plan

L esbians and gays are largely missing from the draft of “Healthy 
People 2010,” the blueprint of how the federal government will 
spend money on health research and care over the next decade. 
“This means that we are not going to be able to get the dollars 
focused on our community that other underserved populations 
will have,” said Susan Hester, founder and board chair of the Maut¬ 
ner Project. The organization is circulating a petition to urge in¬ 
clusion of lesbians in the final revision of “Healthy People 2010.” 
The petition reads: 

“Because lesbians are known to have risk factors of cancer that 
exceed those of heterosexual women; because cancer is a persistent 
and recognized problem within the lesbian community; and be¬ 
cause lesbians are also known to experience barriers to health care 
related to homophobia that sometimes leads them to avoid or delay 
care for cancer, “Healthy People 2010” needs to include sexual ori¬ 
entation as a determinate of an underserved population in all sec¬ 
tions that relate to cancer.”

DPH reorganizes... again 


DPH issues shigella alert

W atch what you’re munch¬ 
ing at the Castro Street 
Fair, city health officials 
say. There’s a rash of “infectious 
diarrhea” going around, especial¬ 
ly among gay and bisexual men 
over the age of 25, according to a 
San Francisco Department of 
Public Health alert dated Septem¬ 


ber 11. 

Caused by a bacteria called 
shigella that is transmitted by oral 
ingestion of fecal material from 
an infected person or consump¬ 
tion of contaminated food or 
water, symptoms of shigellosis in¬ 
clude diarrhea, fever, and abdom¬ 
inal cramps, starting a day or two 
after infection and resolving in 
five to seven days. It is treatable by

Brown. In a reorganization of the 
department, Katz had split the 
AIDS office into two, with the of¬ 
fices reporting to other deputies. 

Now Katz has changed his 
mind, apparently deciding it’s bet¬ 
ter to have one AIDS office after 
all. 

“Increasingly, we have recog¬ 
nized the importance of providing 
HIV prevention services for HIV¬ 
positive people,” Katz said in a 
statement. “We have also recog¬ 
nized the importance of providing 
health services, such as substance 
treatment and mental health, to 
persons who are HIV-negative so 
that they can stay negative. 

“Given this, our separation of 
HIV/AIDS into [the two] separate 
divisions of Health Services and 
[of] Prevention is no longer ap¬ 
propriate. Also with so many re¬ 
ports of increasing episodes of 
unsafe sexual behavior I felt it was 
crucial for the department to have 
greater focus around HIV/AIDS 
issues. I can’t imagine anyone who 
can better provide that focus than 
Jimmy Loyce.” 

Loyce served as associate direc¬ 
tor of the former AIDS office from 
1991 to 1994, when he left the de¬ 
partment to serve as executive di¬ 
rector of AIDS Project Los Ange¬ 
les. He returned to the DPH fold 
in 1998, and has worked since 
then on issues such as aging and 
school health. 

“Dr. Katz has presented me 
with an opportunity and a chal¬ 
lenge as the department redefines 
its response to the changing 
HIV/AIDS pandemic,” Loyce 
commented in the DPH state¬ 
ment. ▼

trol and Prevention. Members of 
the HPPC were concerned that 
the letter implied that they had re¬ 
viewed the 11-point plan, and 
voted to remove all references to it 
after a brief debate. 

“It’s not the San Francisco HIV 
Prevention Plan. It’s Mitch Katz’s 
call to action,” said Steven Tierney, 
DPH director of prevention and 
HPPC co-chair, before the vote. 
“It’s been sent to us to consider in 
our deliberations.” 

Tierney said Katz would attend 
the next HPPC meeting to discuss 
his action plan in greater detail. 

While retaining his current 
title of deputy director of health, 
Loyce will also assume the new 
title of director of the DPH AIDS 
office, a position Katz held previ¬ 
ously under former DPH Director 
Sandra Hernandez, and then abol¬ 
ished when he was appointed to 
replace her by Mayor Willie 


||M g arlier this month, San Fran- 
gp cisco Department of Public 
Ifel Health director Dr. Mitch 
Katz put longtime associate 
Jimmy Loyce in charge of a resur¬ 
rected AIDS office. 

Katz’s move was part of yet an¬ 
other reshuffling of his depart¬ 
ment as he struggles to contend 
with mounting evidence of a 
resurgence in HIV transmissions 
among gay and bisexual men in 
the city. Katz has released an “11- 
point action plan” that he hopes 
will help to stem the tide of new 
infections by encouraging HIV¬ 
positive top men to use condoms 
when engaging in anal intercourse 
with HIV-negative bottoms. 

On September 14, the city’s 
HIV Prevention Planning Coun¬ 
cil distanced itself from Katz’s 
plan, deleting references to it from 
a DPH-drafted “letter of concur¬ 
rence” to the city’s annual applica¬ 
tion for $10 million in funding 
from the Centers for Disease Con-

antibiotics, which also minimizes 
the risk of transmission to others. 

DPH officials are not con¬ 
cerned with the fair’s food booths 
- which they inspect - but they are 
concerned about oral/anal contact 
between men, which they do not 
inspect. 

Food workers at street fairs are 
required to wash their hands and 
wear disposable gloves to prevent 
transmission of various infections. 

“It’s a spot where there’s a large 
group of people coming together,” 
said Gwen Hammer, a DPH sexu¬ 
ally transmitted disease division 
epidemiologist, explaining the de¬ 
partment’s concern with the fair 
attended by upwards of a quarter 
million people. 

“We’ve noticed this summer 
that there’s an increased number 
of cases in gay and bisexual men,” 
said Hammer, citing statistics 
showing that through September 
1, there were 205 cases reported 
from laboratories to DPH. Since 
1995, when there were 326 total 
cases reported, there had been a 
marked decline in cases reported 
each year and in 1999, there were 
just 113 cases were reported. 

Hammer reports that there has 
been no change in the surveillance 
systems, and while there is always 
an increase in shigellosis from 
June through September, this year 
there appears to be more than the 
usual mouth-to-anus contact 
going on among men in the city. 

A reported 169, or 82 percent, 
of the 205 cases in the first eight 
months of 2000 were among 
males, and just six of these self-re- 
ported as heterosexual. Of the 205, 
106 said they were gay or bisexual, 
and sexual orientation was not re¬ 
ported on the remaining 57 male 
cases. Of the 34 female cases re¬ 
ported, none were identified as les¬ 
bian or bisexual. Gender was not 
known in two cases. 

Sixty percent of cases occurred 
in ages 25 to 44. 

As for other STDs, including 
the subjects of previous alerts tar¬ 
geted to the gay community such 
as rectal gonorrhea and syphilis, 
DPH has seen “nothing above the 
normal that goes on,” Hammer 
said. ▼

B ring on the worksuit and 
invite the same-sex spouSe 
to the boss’s house; the 
number of employers now offer¬ 
ing domestic partner benefits has 
increased 25 percent in the last 
year, according to “The State of 
the Workplace,” a report released 
this week by the Human Rights 
Campaign. 

Much of the increase can be at¬ 
tributed to San Francisco’s land¬ 
mark equal benefits ordinance of 
1997, according to the report, 
which found that the city’s law - 
requiring companies contracting 
with the city to offer benefits to 
domestic partners of their em¬ 
ployees if they offer those benefits 
to employees’ spouses - set a new 
standard for public and private 
employers nationwide. 

A total of 3,572 companies, 
colleges, and local governments 
were offering or had announced 
they would offer health insurance

coverage to the domestic partners 
of their employees as of August, 
2000, according to the report, up 
from 2,856 in August of 1999. The 
report also found that more than 
100 of the country’s Fortune 500 
companies now offer such bene¬ 
fits, a 46 percent increase over the 
last year. 

While high-tech companies re¬ 
mained the leader in offering do¬ 
mestic partner benefits, the deci¬ 
sion by “old money” tycoons Ford, 
General Motors, and Chrysler to 
follow suit marked a turning 
point, establishing domestic part¬ 
ner policies as an increasingly 
common standard business prac¬ 
tice. Other companies to an¬ 


nounce such policies within the 
last year included Subaru (the first 
major automaker to do so), and 
Coca-Cola; cities that enacted a 
mirror of San Francisco’s law were 
Seattle and Los Angeles. 

HRC’s report also found that 
an increasing number of govern¬ 
ments are enacting prohibitions 
against workplace discrimination, 
including Minnesota, Iowa, and 
28 cities and counties in the last 
year. In 1990, only 42 local gov¬ 
ernments had enacted such legis¬ 
lation; in 2000 there were 116 
such laws. And laws banning dis¬ 
crimination on the basis of gender 
identity are on the rise; 31 state 
and local governments now offer 


some form of protection for gen¬ 
der-variant people. 

Most importantly for those on 
the right who worry that such 
policies are bad business, the re¬ 
port found that the higher the 
company is on the Fortune 500 
list, the more likely it is to prohib¬ 
it discrimination based on sexual 
orientation. And, according to 
Kim Mills, HRC’s workplace pro- ^ 
ject coordinator, most of the cor¬ 
porations that added domestic 
partner benefits in the past year 
“did so for solid business reasons.” 

Only one employer has been 
known to rescind domestic part¬ 
ner benefits; Mobil found that its 
policy had been canceled by 
Exxon when the two companies 
merged in 1999.

‘Retool’ ordered 
for Dr. Laura show

A fter less than two weeks on 
the air, Paramount Televi¬ 
sion halted production on 
its Dr. Laura syndicated talk show, 
which has drawn low ratings and 
protests from gay activists because 
of host Laura Schlessinger’s anti¬ 
gay and hate-filled rhetoric. 

. The shutdown, described by 
show spokeswoman Linda Lip- 
man as “part of a pre-planned hia¬ 
tus,” will be for at least one week, 
in an effort to retool the program. 
The news stunned gay activists, 
who hailed the decision. 

“The Dr Laura TV show is 
clearly in trouble,” Ryan Clary, 
with SFStopDrLaura.com, told 
the Bay Area Reporter. “Ratings are 
way below expectations and ad¬ 
vertisers are pulling out right and 
left. This is the result of tremen¬ 
dous grassroots activism nation¬ 
wide which has made public Dr. 
Laura’s hate and misinformation.” 

Since its debut September 11 
(seen locally on KPIX), Sch¬ 
lessinger’s show has drawn yawns 
from television critics as well as 
dismal ratings. 

Joan Garry, executive director 
of the Gay and Lesbian Alliance 
Against Defamation,'said the sud¬ 
den “retooling” means that the 
show is in trouble. “The only sur¬ 
prise to us is that Paramount 
won’t admit it and do what it 
should have done over a year ago: 
drop the show. This program has 
alienated advertisers and the view¬ 
ing public and brought Para¬ 
mount’s lack of responsibility into 
the national spotlight,” Garry said. 

Garry said that GLAAD also is 
concerned about to what depths 
Paramount and Schlessinger will 
sink now that the show is in trou¬ 
ble. “GLAAD is concerned that 
Paramount will use extreme tac¬ 
tics to attract viewers, including 
allowing Schlessinger to attack the 
gay, lesbian, bisexual, and trans¬ 
gender community on her pro¬ 
gram,” Garry added. 

The 53-year-old Schlessinger, 
who first gained a wide following 
with her radio call-in advice show, 
has been roundly criticized by gay 
activists for her comments on ho¬ 


mosexuality, which she has termed 
“deviant” and “a biological error.” 

Advocates have pressured sev¬ 
eral sponsors from advertising on 
the show. Procter & Gamble, one 
of the nation’s largest advertisers, 
pulled ads from Schlessinger’s 
radio program in May and 
dropped plans to advertise on the 
television show. 

Paramount and stations that 
purchased the show have been 
forced to sell advertising time at 
discounted rates, according to the 
Los Angeles Times. 

Critics of the television show 
claim that Schlessinger has been 
too tame and has been attempting 
to avoid controversial topics. Lip- 
man said that “all parties will be 


very happy” after new episodes 
that begin taping later this week 
are broadcast. 

Garry said that hiatus or not, 
CjLAAD will “remain vigilant in 
monitoring the program and 
working across the country with 
advertisers who are supporting 
the program.” 

Clary said that while he’s opti¬ 
mistic that Schlessinger’s show may 
not survive the television ratings 
game, he’s disappointed in San 
Francisco’s KPIX for deciding to air 
even one episode of Dr. Laura. 

He also encouraged activists to 
continue calling and writing na¬ 
tional and local advertisers “until 
the final nail is in the coffin on this 
show.” T 


A re contro versy, lack 

of competition helping 
'Dr. Laura' in Sacto?

T hings may have cooled off for Laura Schlessinger’s controver¬ 
sial television program with last week’s sudden announcement 
that the syndicated show is temporarily halting production, 
but the Dr. Laura show is doing well in Sacramento. 

Schlessinger’s new television show won its time slot for the first 
time in Sacramento last Monday, September 18, according to Kevin 
Williams, programming director for KXTV. Unprecedented press 
coverage surrounding nationwide protests against the radio shock 
jock’s first show coupled with little competition from other station 
programming in the Sacramento regional market may have been 
just the kind of therapy the doctor herself would have ordered. 

Of the 10 marketshare at 3 p.m., the percentage of households 
in Sacramento area with television sets turned on, Schlessinger cap¬ 
tured just under 4 percent, equating to approximately 30,000 
homes, according to Williams. “We’re encouraged by that,” he said. 
“It’s better than any of the other new shows.” 

Anonymous sources at KXTV, however, claim the show’s general 
performance is considered “abysmal” for pulling in as low as a 1 share. 
Station managers have been told by Paramount Television that the 
show’s hiatus to “retool” has been extended to three weeks. 

KXTV’s initial purchase agreement with Paramount Television, the 
show’s producer, obligates the station to pay for the show for two years. 

According to Sam Rossenwasser, CEO and president of KXTV, 
Paramount failed to inform him of the controversy surrounding 
Schlessinger prior to his purchase of the show last year. Rossen¬ 
wasser told the Bay Area Reporter that he plans on watching each 
episode of Dr. Laura prior to airing. If the show attacks homosex¬ 
uals Rossenwasser said he will replace that episode with a rerun.T

released Sunday night. She was 
shot in the right leg with the bul¬ 
let exiting her buttocks. 

Although very grateful his life 
was spared, Tucker was deeply sad¬ 
dened by the death of Overstreet. 

“He was a good guy,” said Tuck¬ 
er. “He would never have hurt any¬ 
one. He was very caring person.” 

In San Francisco, the rainbow 
flag that flies over Harvey Milk 
Plaza in the Castro was lowered to 
half-staff on Sunday in Over¬ 
street’s memory. 

“That’s wonderful,” Over¬ 
street’s sister, Darken Overstreet, 
told the B.A.R. “Please tell every¬ 
one there for me how much we 
appreciate it.” 

Darleen Overstreet said that 
her brother lived in San Francisco 
briefly in the early 1980s. 

“He just loved that area,” she 
said, reiterating how grateful she 
was that her brother was being 
memorialized in a place he loved. 

The Reverend Katherine 
Houchins of the Metropolitan 
Community Church of the Blue 
Ridge in Roanoke, told the B.A.R. 
she spoke with the rainbow flag’s 
creator, Gilbert Baker, and with 
MCC-SF’s co-pastor, Penny

Nixon, last Sunday night. 

“The church and the commu¬ 
nity have been really blessed with 
all the support,” said Houchins. “It 
helps us to know we’re not alone 
in the recovery process. 

“Folks here have come togeth¬ 
er as a community. It was evil but 
good is going to come out of it,” 
added Houchins. 

In a statement Sunday night, 
Nixon called on Republican pres¬ 
idential nominee George W. Bush 
to support hate crime legislation 


and encourage Republicans in 
Congress to do the same. 

“Last Sunday, over 1,000 
proudly celebrated who they are at 
Pride in the Park in Roanoke, Vir¬ 
ginia,” said Nixon. “Five days later, 
one person is dead and six others 
are hospitalized because a man 
with a gun was told where to go to 
find some gay people to kill. 

“We have learned that when we 
stand together in solidarity and 
pride we face the backlash of hate 
and violence. Where there is visi¬ 
bility, there is also susceptibility.” 

It was initially reported that 
Gay first asked patrons in another 
bar where the nearest gay bar was, 
telling witnesses he wanted to 
shoot some gay people. According 
to the reports, one person then 
gave the man directions and called 
police, who arrived at the Back- 
street Cafe just after the shooting. 

Late Monday, Roanoke Police 
issued a press release clarifying 
that report. 

“Mr. Gay asked where he could 
find a gay bar,” police said. “This 
was before Mr. Gay had revealed 
that he had a gun and before he 
had made any statements about 
his intentions. It was after that ex¬ 
change that Mr. Gay showed he 
had a gun under his coat and 
made statements about wanting 
to shoot gay people.” T

driguez is not the only candidate 
making sweeping promises and 
offering few specifics. Yet while it 
hasn’t been drafted yet, he said his 
health care plan would be phased 
in incrementally, beginning with 
an idea borrowed from the Living 
Wage Coalition that would re¬ 
quire all businesses that do work 
for the city to provide health in¬ 
surance for all their employees. 
Rodriguez’s proposal would give 
businesses the option of purchas¬ 
ing health insurance for their em¬ 
ployees either from the city or 
from private groups. By mandat¬ 
ing participation in the program, 
he said, the city and insurance 
companies would be forced to 
compete for a larger pool of po¬ 
tential members, driving costs 


down. 

“It takes time,” Rodriguez said. 
“You can’t do it right away. First 
you have to develop the trust of 
businesses and the people.” 

Rodriguez has lived in the 
Bayview neighborhood since he 
bought a house there three years 
ago, which the openly gay candi¬ 
date shares with a roommate. He 
also maintains a home office there 
which he uses for both his con¬ 
sulting firm, Smart Living, and his 
campaign. 

“I’ve been associated with the 
[gay] community since I stepped 
off the boat in 1987,” said Ro¬ 
driguez, a native of Texas and 24- 
year veteran of the Navy and 
Naval Reserve. 

Asked what he would do 
specifically for the gay and lesbian 
community, if elected, he said he 
would work to “reopen the bath¬ 
houses.” 


Rodriguez rejects the notion 
that gay and bisexual men are 
more likely to engage in unsafe sex 
behind closed doors. 

“They’re going to do it regard¬ 
less. Berkeley and San Jose have 
bathhouses and I don’t see any 
changes in the statistics there,” he 
said. “We can’t legislate that type 
of morality. But we can certainly 
tax it,” suggesting that the city di¬ 
rect tax revenues from new gay 
bathhouses toward health initia¬ 
tives benefiting the gay communi¬ 
ty 

Also on his health care agenda 
is full funding for San Francisco 
General Hospital’s pharmacy and 
HIV/AIDS programs, and for 
drug treatment on demand. 

“Eighty-two percent of crimes 
committed in the city are drug-re¬ 
lated,” he said. “And yet there is no 
treatment on demand.”

Reticulose: Some 
promise, too much hype

R ecently, people with HIV 
have noticed a fairly contin¬ 
uous stream of hype coming 
from a company called Adviral 
about its HIV/AIDS drug, Reticu¬ 
lose or “Substance-R.” Adviral 
claims that the drug, a peptide- 
nucleic acid and subcutaneous in¬ 
jectable, may help fight HIV, pa¬ 
pilloma virus, and now aden¬ 
ovirus. It also is supposed to help 
diminish the side effects related to 
anti-viral medications. 

There is only limited data to 
support these claims; a small 
placebo-controlled study in Bar¬ 
bados in 1997 that followed 43 
HIV patients with 21 receiving the 
drug for a total of 120 days. Over¬ 
all the results were less than stellar 
with the active drug arm showing 
modest T-cell increases and a .5 
log viral load reduction. Also the 
study showed significant weight 
gain (the placebo group actually 
lost weight) and other markers 
improving such as hemoglobin 
levels. None of the patients in this 
study were taking any other AIDS 
drugs. Since the first study was re¬ 
ported, there have been other re¬ 
ports (unpublished and pub¬ 
lished) indicating that the drug 
decreased human papilloma out¬ 
breaks and had strong anti-viral 
effects on adenovirus (causes 
pinkeye) in the test tube. 

So why the hype? Reticulose has 
been around Since World War II 
and failed to gain FDA approval in 
1962 for influenza. Previous own¬ 
ers of the drug have gone broke 
and the latest owners, Adviral,

which employs Shalom Z. 
Hirschman, purchased the drug at 
a fire sale. Hirschman, who was 
working at Mt. Sinai Hospital in 
New York as chief of infectious dis¬ 
ease, became interested in the drug 
when a relative with HIV came to 
him and asked him about it. 
Hirschman looked into 
the drug and saw 
some interesting re¬ 
sults in his early 
work. “I was a doubter 
like everyone else. When 
I saw what we were deal¬ 
ing with, my instincts told 
me that we were 
opening a new 
world of medical 
treatments that 
are non-toxic,” Hirschman said. He 
went on to join Adviral. 

Now Adviral and Hirschman 
(along with a very aggressive pub¬ 
lic relations consultant) have set 
out to raise venture capital so that 
they can either sell the drug to a 
larger company or complete drug 
trials and a full application to the 
FDA as an HIV anti-viral or im¬ 
mune stimulator. (They are not 
sure which yet.) 

“It’s a drug looking for a disease, 
it has been around forever and 
every few years it reappears and 
claims to fight HIV,” said Project 
Inform’s Martin Delaney. Delaney 
does not believe that the drug has 
any proven merit in HIV disease. 

To prove the drug really can 
help, and to silence its critics, a 
group of Adviral investors began 
giving away free supplies of the 
drug to various patients who 
called the company after seeing the 
numerous press releases. The 
drug, which is produced offshore,

is imported for each person indi¬ 
vidually under U.S. personal drug 
importation law. The company has 
been following these patients to 
see what happens to their lab 
numbers as well as their clinical 
health. Seven people have received 
the drug so far, with all seven wish¬ 
ing to remain on the drug. To 
date the results have been 
promising, but the num¬ 
bers are still too few. 

One patient who re¬ 
ceived the free drug 
about four months ago is 
a New York resident, Oc¬ 
tavio Perez. Perez 
had severe AIDS 
complications in 
1992 which left 
him blind and suffering from 
wasting. He started his latest 
HAART therapy about one year 
ago which consisted of d4T, a pro¬ 
tease inhibitor, and abacavir. His 
T-cell count went up a bit but 
stayed in the low 200s and his viral 
load fell but then rebounded to 
over 100k after a year’s therapy. At 
baseline Perez’s T-cells were 232 
and his HIV viral load was 
580,000 copies. After four months 
of Reticulose his T-cells were 580 
and viral load at 35,000 copies. He 
also claims that his appetite im¬ 
proved and he gained 12 pounds. 
Perez also said that his hematocrit 
(bone marrow output) and liver 
counts became normal again. “I’m 
always hungry now,” said Perez. 

Another patient who received 
drug three months ago had simi¬ 
lar results. Both patients noticed 
improvements in neuropathy and 
other side effects from HIV drugs. 

I began investigating the drug 
and the company. I, too, was of¬ 
fered a free supply, and since the 
drug had no known toxicities, I 
tried it as well. Over several 
months, my T-cells did not go up, 
nor did I see a sustained viral load 
reduction. I did notice that my 
appetite increased dramatically 
such that I no longer needed to 
use appetite stimulants or anabol¬ 
ic steroids to keep my weight on. 
When I stopped the drug (I did so 
twice because my supply was in¬ 
terrupted) my anorexia returned 
after about three days. I am con¬ 
vinced that this drug makes me 
eat. I have noticed no side effects, 
but long-term effects remain to be 
seen. 

There have been other patients 
over the years who Hirschman 
claims saw tremendous benefit, and 
there have been others who went 
on to die from AIDS. Hirschman 
thinks the drug works by adding in¬ 
creased mutation pressure to the 
HIV virus. He is not sure what ef¬ 
fect it is having on the immune sys¬ 
tem but speculated that it might 
have strong cellular responses. 

Is this another cure looking for 
a disease? It’s makers claim that 
Reticulose fights papilloma, HIV, 
and adenovirus (and yes it’s said to 
remove warts as well) Or could 
there be something hiding here 
beneath all the hype? If Adviral can 
raise the money needed to mount 
a large FDA clinical trail, we will 
likely find out more relevant data 
about the mysterious Substance-R. 
In the meantime, individuals who 
are able to get the drug for free will 
likely continue on with Reticulose 
as long as their supplies last. ▼

a later stage, and it is more pro¬ 
gressed,” Gaston said. She “bet it is 
very similar with lesbian women,” 
but noted there is no data. Some 
research has concluded that les¬ 
bians have higher risk factors for 
developing breast cancer and 
lower access to care. 

Gaston spoke movingly of her 
own experience as a survivor of 
breast cancer. As a physician, she 
certainly was medically knowl¬ 
edgeable. But learning of her di¬ 
agnosis made her “sad, scared, and 
mad as hell.” 

She got a lot of support from 
her friends, family, and network of 
those who had experienced a sim¬ 
ilar bilateral mastectomy identi¬ 
fied through the American Cancer 
Society. “Part of healing is in the 
relationships that you have while 
going through it,” said Gaston. She 
described volunteers as being “in 
a very sacred and blessed space.” 

Gaston called for consistent, 
adequate funding for advocacy 
groups, expanded research, in¬ 
creased public education, and bet¬ 
ter screening for earlier detection. 
And again, she said, the system of 
health care must be changed to as¬ 
sure access to quality care for 
everyone. 

Mautner’s Hester introduced 
Dr. Kate O’Hanlan as “one of the 
founding mothers of the lesbian 
health movement.” O’Hanlan is a 
gynecological-oncology surgeon 
in the Bay Area, creator of the Les¬ 
bian Health Fund, past president 


of GLMA, and wrote the first gy¬ 
necological textbook chapter fo¬ 
cusing on lesbian issues. 

“Lung cancer has eclipsed 
breast cancer as a killer of 
women,” O’Hanlan said. “We can 
attribute about 85 percent of lung 
cancer to the smoking that 
women do. And we know that les¬ 
bians are smoking more.” She 
called for a focus on preventable 
cancers, “the ones where we can 
have the biggest bang for our 
time, effort, and hearts.” 

Colon cancer is the third most 
common cancer lesbians get, said 
O’Hanlan. “The risk factors are 
primarily obesity and smoking. It 
is almost preventable with the 
standards that we have today.” 

O’Hanlan linked health and 
health care with how society views 
LGBT people. Children begin to 
realize their sexual orientation be¬ 
tween the ages of 2 and 8. “But, 
our parents all assume that we are 
going to be heterosexual. They are 
misguided and scientific institu¬ 
tions are not telling them any dif¬ 
ferent. That really stinks.” She said 
that parents need to be taught the 
truth, to “relax and accept” their 
gender variant children. 

“Kids in elementary schools 
recognize what love, affection, and 
relationships are. They need to be 
able to see themselves as adults, 
because the invisibility of our 
population is what is killing them. 
They are not seeing their future 
being modeled by their parents’ 
generation.” 

“When you start digging deep¬ 
er” into the data showing higher 
rates of depression, suicide, and 


substance abuse among the LGBT 
community, “it is because of wide¬ 
spread societal hatred and the 
chronic stress of hiding in the 
closet.” 

America “needs to talk about 
how we are raising our young 
boys,” she said. “There is an epi¬ 
demic of hatred from the white 
man. Why are we not calling this 
white male violence?” 

“If the government is so dead 
set against ‘endorsing homosexu¬ 
ality,’ how else are we going to help 
[youth who are questioning their 
sexual identity] if we cannot use 
those words?” O’Hanlan called 
homosexuality “a normal variant 
of human expression that needs to 
be taught in the high schools and 
in the elementary schools in an 
age appropriate manner.” 

She lambasted the American 
Pediatric Association for its reti¬ 
cence on this issue. And she point¬ 
ed a questioning finger to the fir¬ 
ing of Joycelyn Elders as surgeon 
general “by an administration that 
purports to support us the most.” 

“We pay more taxes [than het¬ 
erosexuals] because we are ex¬ 
cluded from the inheritance tax” 
benefits that marriage confers. 
O’Hanlan demanded that some of 
that tax money be used to study 
our issues. 

“We need to demand that sci¬ 
ence be translated into govern¬ 
ment action,” she said. “Some of 
the solution is going to be our po¬ 
litical activism. Some of the solu¬ 
tion is going to be our support of 
the agencies that do this work, ei¬ 
ther with our time or with our 
money.” ▼

Declining to say how much he 
has raised to support his cam¬ 
paign, Rodriguez said he had 
taken out a home equity loan to 
help to finance it. 

With the exception of the Mex¬ 
ican American Political Associa¬ 
tion, Rodriguez’s grassroots cam¬ 
paign has received endorsements 
only from individuals, he said. 

District 10, which includes 
progressive-to-liberal Potrero 
Hill, liberal-to-moderate Bayview 
Hunters Point, and the more con¬ 
servative Portola/Silver Terrace 
and Visitacion Valley neighbor¬ 
hoods; is estimated to be about 39 
percent African American, 29 per¬ 
cent Asian American, 20 percent 
Caucasian, and just 12 percent 
Latino. 

Rodriguez, who is Latino, said 
that some African American lead¬ 


ers have expressed concern that 
voters are being forced to choose 
among the plethora of African 
Americans in the race - a fact that 
he hopes will work to his benefit. 

Mayor Willie Brown is backing 
former Planning Commissioner 
Linda Richardson while Board of 
Supervisors President Tom Am- 
miano is behind his former cam¬ 
paign worker, Marie Harrison. 

“Both of them have endorsed 
African American candidates, but 
I don’t think either of them are 
strong enough leaders,” he said of 
his opponents. 

“I was the one that prevented 
the parole office from being in the 
[Bayview] community,” he said, 
explaining that he opposed a pro¬ 
posal to station the office there be¬ 
cause there was “no access to bus 
lines, there’s families with children 
here, and a lot of these parolees 
are convicts of various natures.” 

Rodriguez also opposes 
Brown’s proposal to put up a new 


sports stadium at Pier 50 near Pa¬ 
cific Bell Park, a plan that he said 
the mayor had withdrawn until 
after the election so that it would 
not become a campaign issue for 
Richardson. 

“[The stadium] brings in 
cheap labor for the tourist indus¬ 
try but doesn’t do anything to 
stimulate blue color jobs,” the 
candidate said. “I’m the only can¬ 
didate that has really expressed 
any concern about this.” 

He also wants the city to rene¬ 
gotiate its contract with the Navy 
to clean up the Hunters Point 
Naval Shipyard. The current 
agreement requires that the Navy 
clean up the site only to meet “in¬ 
dustrial standards.” 

Rodriguez will participate in a 
League of Women Voters-spon- 
sored debate for District 10 candi¬ 
dates tonight (Thursday, Septem¬ 
ber 28), from 7-9 p.m. at the 
Southeast Community Facility at 
1800 Oakdale Avenue. ▼

woman who received the honor of 
lighting the Olympic flame at the 
Opening Ceremonies, won gold in 
her running event with her 
spaceage body suit. 

I’d cheer her as enthusiastically 
as millions of others, if not for the 
quickly covered up scandal of her 
major competition, a French run¬ 
ner, being attacked, threatened, 
and escorted out of Australia. 

Between that, the drug scan¬ 
dals, and the gymnastics facilities 
mess-ups, this is far from an 
error-free event. 

One of the most suspiciously 
questionable authorities on the 
Olympics, IOC President Juan 
Antonio Samaranch, suffered a 
terrible loss. His wife died the 
night of the Opening Ceremonies. 

Samaranch is known for avid¬ 
ly supporting corporate infesta¬ 


tion in the Olympics, while its 
modern creator, Pierre de Cou- 
bertin, abhorred it. 

So did the original Greeks. 
Granted, they were a bunch of 
sexist pederast pigs in sheets 
who’d kill women for even com¬ 
ing near the playing fields where 
guys got to cavort naked, but hey. 
Some things have progressed. 
They no longer wear sheets. 

De Coubertin also fought to 
prevent the lowly working classes 
from entering competition, and 
succeeded for decades. Women 
weren’t even allowed to run in 
races over 500 meters until 1960. 

But Samaranch, who managed 
to excuse himself from the accu¬ 
sations of financial scams in the 
much-publicized 2002 bid bribery 
scandals, suffered terribly, and is 
retiring. 

And while NBC’s cornpone 
piece du jour on Saturday lauded 
the joy of representing one’s coun¬ 
try during the playing of the na¬ 


tional anthem, they deliberately 
avoided mention of one moment 
that to this day evokes tears and 
chills for many. 

Until an athlete can hoist his or 
her country’s flag and the rainbow 
flag, the single most powerful mo¬ 
ment of all Olympic moments will 
always be, for me, the moment of 
civil disobedience. 

Mexico City, 1968: Tommie 
Smith and John Carlos, gold and 
bronze medalists in the Men’s 200- 
meter track event, raised their 
black-gloved fists in defiance of 
racism. For this single gesture, they 
were sent home amid the events. 

I can understand why someone 
sacrifices years of their life for one 
moment. For this single gesture, 
it’s easy to see the real meaning of 
“anthem.” T

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t’s a funny thing about dreams fulfilled. While the longing 
r has been sated, it leaves an empty space once occupied by 
r that dream. Dreams unrealized are about the future. Dreams 
fulfilled are about the past. They’re called memories. 

These musings were spurred by Barbra Streisand’s recent concerts 
in Los Angeles, which, after two final shows in New York this week, will 
purportedly ring 
down the cur¬ 
tain on her con¬ 
cert career. After 
squandering the 

opportunity to see her in Funny Girl on Broadway, I’ve built up more 
than 30 years of steam of wanting to see her perform in person. 

Of course, she hasn’t provided many opportunities. Her concert tour 
six years ago came after two decades of minimal live performances, and 
the current “final concerts” will all be over after just four performances. 
With a now-or-never mentality, and with the Internet making ticket- 
buying dangerously easy, I clicked my way to two pricey seats (there 
were no other kind) in Los Angeles’ Staples Center, the sama iritinaa 
venue where the Democrats held their national convention. 

Mind you, I’m not a “We love you, Barbra” shouting kind of fan, 
and some of her artistic choices have dimmed my ardor in the later 
years. But I am still convinced she is a once-in-a-generation kind of 
performer, a Judy Garland of her era who better knew how to marshal 
her life and talents. With flaws and all, I wanted a piece of her. 

There was no way, of course, that Streisand, now in her 58th year, 
could meet such heady expectations, but she came close. For more than 
two hours in the elaborately staged show, she worked her way through 
three dozen songs that spanned every phase of her career. She seemed 
relaxed, perhaps aided by the sea of friendly celebrity faces peering up 
from the front rows. 

You just have to think that when Burt Bacharach is in the front 
row, she’s not going to blow off “Alfie.” Or “The Way We Were,” when 
Marilyn and Alan Bergman are among the schmoozers in the $2,500- 
a-seat section. 

The voice itself is huskier now, and the arrangements don’t require 
all the high notes that once were there. But it remains a remarkable in¬ 
strument, capable of eliciting chills as it takes flight over and over again.

^had a momentary crise of conscience 
r Thursday as I sat down to the Mark 
Morris Dance Group’s opening night at 
Cal Performances. I hadn’t done much homework 
on Virgil Thomson’s Four Saints in Three Acts, 
which was receiving its American premiere in a 
version choreographed and staged by Morris for 
his dancers. Vocal soloists and chorus were rele¬ 
gated to the orchestra pit. 

I did listen to the CD of Thomson’s 1947 
abridged edition, which Morris mostly employs, 


approximately one hour’s worth of music and text 
by Gertrude Stein, but I only perused the text 
once. Stein, like Wagner, writes such inspired gib¬ 


berish that you need to memorize it in order to 
relate it to the music. Yet once the piece began, I 
realized that not knowing the text by heart may be 
the clue to Morris’ work. 

Somewhere, Stein wrote that “ [People] are hav¬ 
ing a good time while the opera is going on a thing 
which they say does not very often happen to them 
at the theater.” Ouch; kitty has claws. Yet that state¬ 
ment is a clue to understanding and enjoying Mor¬ 
ris’ version of Four Saints. It is usually hopeless to 
try to figure out what Morris “means.” His famous 
dismissal, “I make dances; 
r 4 you look at them. End of 

discussion,” probably cuts 
two ways. One — shut up 
and look. Two — shut up and think. 

In the case of Four Saints in Three Acts, Thorn-

A nude man floats face down 
in a sparkling pool. The lines 
of his body — the spinal in¬ 
dentation running down his mus¬ 
cular back to separate the two 
round, smooth cheeks; the long 
spaces between fingers on his out¬ 
stretched hands; the dimples dot¬ 
ting each shoulder blade — all con¬ 
trast with the waffle pattern of the 
inflated plastic raft underneath 
him. It is a photo that can be exam¬ 
ined at length. In fact, the more one 
looks, the more there is to discover. 

This image is one of dozens in 
Photographs (Bruno Gmiinder, 
$29.95), Raymond Vino’s debut 
collection of male images, both 
clothed and nude. Vino’s work has 
already been seen in fashion and 
retail advertising, greeting cards, 
calendars, and on the covers and 
pages of Men’s Fitness and Exercise 
for Men Only. 

Vino’s men are caught in 
black-and-white images as they 
are playing, loving and just being. 
His appreciation of them is readi¬ 
ly apparent in the way he displays 
their masculine beauty. 

“I enjoy the job of letting people 
come to life,” he says. “A lot of them 
become different after a shoot. 
They respect themselves more. 
After being photographed and see¬ 
ing the results, the ‘wow effect’ takes 
place. They say, ‘I’ve never seen my¬ 
self in this light before.’” 

Vino tells the story of one man 
who wasn’t sure he had the looks 
to be photographed and was con¬ 
cerned about being recognized. “I 
told him I would work it so his 
face wouldn’t show,” he says. “He 
is in the book several times.” Now 
that the model sees how well he’s 
presented in the book, he’s started 
bragging to people that it is he in 
the images. Vino laughs, “But no¬ 
body believes him. 

“I like the feel of outdoors, even 
if it’s not sunny,” Vino says. “I like 
the feel of the fresh breezes. Being 
outdoors is also a challenge. It is 
much more creative than in the stu¬ 
dio. And even indoors, I like using 
natural light coming through the

the foreground, walking down the 
middle of railroad tracks. Hard 
versus soft; inanimate versus ani¬ 
mate. The powerful image is the re¬ 
sult of a railroad bridge happening 
to be up. Vino saw it while passing 
by with a model. “I stopped the car 
and said, ‘Let’s go.’ I got lucky and 
shot for 45 minutes. 

“Usually I am pretty anal, 
though,” he says. “I’m pretty well- 
organized, and when I go to a lo¬ 
cation, I have my shot list and 
know what I want.” 

Layers and a textured look are 
important to Vino. “There is plea¬ 
sure in seeing a naked body,” he 
says. “It can stand alone. But I can 
also say, ‘Wow, he has a great body, 
but under what circumstances 
does it become more interesting?’ 

“I look to see if the model can 
stand up solo in a shot, or if they 
were to be in a shot with others, 
what would make them the fea¬ 
ture. Maybe one has a greater 
smile. Each model is bringing 
something to the image plate. 
They don’t realize what part of 
them is making the scene — their 
skin texture or body or whatever.” 

Helping with this creative ef¬ 
fort is Vino’s life partner of 19 
years. “Craig is on 75 percent of 
the shoots,” says Vino. “He is very 
much involved with the styling of 
the shot, and does a lot of model 
casting. We work and play and live 
together. We got together right out 
of high school.” 

They look for men without atti¬ 
tude. Gay or straight? Vino says it 
doesn’t matter, and the book has 
both types. He does find gay men 
easier to work with when he’s 
doing men together in erotic poses. 

“I am self-taught,” he says. 
“Did a lot of reading. A lot of pho¬ 
tography has to do with experi¬ 
ence and mistakes you make. You 
learn times of day, types of skin, 
types of film.” 

What it comes down to, he 
says, is doing the work. “Younger 
photographers contact me about 
what camera to use,” he com¬ 
ments. “That is not so critical. You 
either have the eye or you don’t. 
Nobody pays anyone to press a 
shutter. It is all about practice and 
staying on the edge.” T

“When I am out and about, I am 
always looking for locations,” he 
says.

'Fanny at Chez Panisse '

■gW he stakes are low but the 
charm is high in Fanny at 
m Chez Panisse, the new musi¬ 
cal currently effervescing at the 
Julia Morgan Center in Berkeley. 
Based on a children’s book by fa¬ 
bled local restaurateur Alice Waters, 
the musical is aiming at broader 
audiences as it filters life’s little is¬ 
sues through a culinary prism. 

In fact, life can be like the 
preparation of a lemon tart, at least 
according to the song that gently 
brings down the first-act curtain 
(and provides a most effective en¬ 
ticement to try the lemon tarts of¬ 
fered at intermission). Joe Landon, 
who adapted the book and created 
the tunefully eclectic score, has 
managed with remarkable ingenu¬ 
ity to maintain the restaurant 
metaphor as it tries to answer 
Fanny’s who-am-I questions. 

Alice Waters based her book on 
her real-life daughter Fanny’s ad¬ 
ventures growing up behind the 
scenes of the world-famous restau¬ 
rant. Landon has advanced the lit¬ 
erary Fanny’s age from 12 to 16, 
and provides the story’s main con¬ 
flict by giving the precocious girl a 
homework assignment to write an 
autobiographical essay. When she 
comes up dry, she looks to her sur¬ 
rogate family at the restaurant until 
finally forcing her busy mother to 
give her some quality time. 

The head chef, the pizza chef, 
the pastry chef, and the maitre d’ 
are all given their own back stories 
and appropriate songs that come 
to the forefront as they try to help 
Fanny. The musical also offers a 
sweetly romanticized backstage 
look at a day in the life of a restau¬ 
rant with a high-expectations rep¬ 
utation. 

Landon’s music plays easily on 
the ears, arriving sometimes as 
brief bridges among the dialogue, 
or as full-blown songs that play at 
many styles but still all feel of a 
piece. The cleverness of his book 
is underscored by the scene in 
which Fanny explains how she got 
her name by recreating an amus¬ 
ingly abbreviated version of the 
movie Fanny with the restaurant 
workers standing in for the film’s 
protagonists. 

This scene also demonstrates 
director Joy Carlin’s keen com¬ 
mand of the proceedings, which 
are filled with inventive touches

and enhanced by Emily Keeler’s 
jaunty choreography. Another de¬ 
lightful moment has the restau¬ 
rant staff doubling and tripling in 
quick-change fashion as the cus¬ 
tomers who arrive with a variety 
of attitudes. 

It is a polished and confidant 
cast that populates Fanny at Chez 
Panisse. As Fanny, the teenage Ce¬ 
cilia Foecke is a real find, holding 
the stage with authority, and ro¬ 
bustly delivering her songs as she 
eagerly makes us a part of her 
world. Maureen McVerry is an¬ 
other inviting presence as she cre¬ 
ates a friendly version of a driven 
personality. Kate Gremillion, 
Craig Jessup, Michael Santo, and 
Robert Sicular each deliver win¬ 
ning performances as members of 
the restaurant staff. 

Berkeley, of course, is the per¬ 
fect city to stage a musical about 


this Berkeley restaurant, and the 
Julia Morgan Theatre is the per¬ 
fect venue in that city. Kent 
Dorsey’s set pieces mirror the in¬ 
terior of Chez Panisse and also 
blend seamlessly into the crafts¬ 
man style of the Julia Morgan-de¬ 
signed church-turned-theater. 

Fanny at Chez Panisse has been 
developed and workshopped for 
several years, and the hard work 
shows. True, the concerns that 
drive Fanny on her mission of 
self-exploration are not imbued 
with heavy drama, but think of 
the musical as souffle rather than 
meat pie, and you should be just 
fine. ▼

Besides the mother-daugh¬ 
ter issues, she complained about 
how people mispronounce her 
name, commiserating with 
ringsider Sidney Poitier about this 
irritant. And she went gaga over 
son Jason Gould and new hus¬ 
band James Brolin. “Hello, gor¬ 
geous,” she purred to a glamour 
shot of Brolin projected on a huge 
screen, while the real-life spousal 
hunk acknowledged the crowd 
from the front row. 

Because of this still-blooming 
love, Streisand told the crowd that 
she’s retiring from live performing 
so she can have more time for or¬ 
dinary pursuits. The final song of 
the concert was “People,” and she 
explained how she felt knowing it 
would be the last song she would 
ever sing in public. 

You may take that with a grain 
of salt, but when she said that, I still 
felt a little chill thinking that I was 
finally there before this great voice 
silences itself. Deep-rooted dreams 
are seldom replaced after they’ve 
been dashed or fulfilled, but mem¬ 
ories are also a part of who we are 
— and the way we were. ▼

history that accounted for her 
being remembered for atypical 
parts. His contrasting her with 
Garbo, whose beauty remains un¬ 
questioned and whose critical ac¬ 
claim has been constant, is fasci¬ 
nating. Garbo began playing 
vamps, ruinous temptresses — 
roles she detested. When she had 
enough box-office clout, she 
stopped portraying them. Instead, 
she embodied women for whom 
romantic love was all consuming 
and often fatal. Garbo’s dying was 
seen by censors as atonement. 
Hence, she gave her greatest per¬ 
formance in Camille (1937), sur¬ 
viving the impact of the Code on 
her material better than Shearer 
did. 

Garbo could be so operatic in 
her acting that death often came 
as a relief. LaSalle is the first critic 
I’m aware of who praises many of 
Garbo’s performances while ac¬ 
knowledging that to modern au¬ 
diences, she often seems impossi¬ 
bly affected. He contrasts Garbo 
and Crawford in Grand Hotel 
(1932), which he says can be seen 
as either actress’s film. Although 
not a Crawford fan, he concedes 
that even if you see the movie as 
Garbo’s, Crawford’s work is excel¬ 
lent. But if you see it as Crawford’s 
film, Garbo seems like someone 
from Venus. 

LaSalle perceives in the young, 
pre-code Crawford a toughness 
that contemporary audiences did 
not. Kael’s description of her 
looking “sexed to the gills” is more 
accurate. The hardness manifest¬ 
ed itself years later. He cites MGM 
screenwriter Frederica Sagor 
Maas’s unflattering description of 
a brassy, coarse Crawford when 
she first arrived at the studio in 
1925. Sagor Maas makes you won¬ 
der why the studio signed her. 
Within a few years, Crawford 
would not only be enormously 
popular, she would wed Holly¬ 
wood’s Royal Prince, Douglas 
Fairbanks, Jr., and after divorcing 
him, would marry East Coast aris¬ 
tocrat Franchot Tone. It’s unlikely 
either man would have fallen in 
love with the angry woman La 
Salle perceives. To be fair, he ac¬ 
knowledges her courage and ea¬ 
gerness to please and is sympa¬ 
thetic to the Dickensian child¬ 
hood she suffered. 

LaSalle is superb when dis¬ 
cussing actresses, like Ann Hard-

S an Francisco Chronicle film 
critic Mick LaSalle loves 
women — smart, indepen¬ 
dent, sexy, assertive, warm, funny 
women. That love pervades his re¬ 
markable book, Complicated 
• Women (Thomas Dunne Books, 
$24.95), subtitled Sex and Power 
in Pre-Code Hollywood. This 
first-rate analysis of what the infa¬ 
mous Motion Picture Production 
Code did to the portrayal of 
women in American movies is 
also a forceful argument for the 
importance of Norma Shearer, an 
actress who created a new type of 
woman, one the Code suppressed 
for over 30 years. 

Not since Pauline Kael wrote 
for The New Yorker has a critic 
been so familiar with silent and 
early talking films, as well as 
movies made after 1934, when en¬ 
forcement of the Code began. 
LaSalle traces the changes in how 
women and relationships between 
the sexes were portrayed after that 
critical year. His assessment of 
Shearer is diametrically opposite 
Kael’s, but it’s just as informed. 

The Code usually conjures up 
Mae West, and how its enforce¬ 
ment ruined her later films. She 
was indeed its victim, but West 
was not whom the censors really 
feared. Most women didn’t iden¬ 
tify with West, whose drag queen 
qualities mixed sex with humor to 
create a unique, outrageous per¬ 
sona. But women did identify 
with Shearer, Greta Garbo, Joan 
Crawford, Jean Harlow, Miriam 


Hopkins, Loretta Young, Marlene 
Dietrich, and others whom 
LaSalle cites. Among these, the 
one who most scared the censors 
was Shearer. 

Why? Because she embodied 
what Alfred Hitchcock called the 
quality of being a lady in the 
drawing room and a whore in the 
bedroom. Unlike Garbo, Shearer 
didn’t die for love. Passion for 
Shearer meant sex as a man’s 
equal. Her seminal role is The Di¬ 
vorcee (1930), which won her the 
Best Actress Oscar. She plays Jerry, 
a married woman without chil¬ 
dren, but with her own identity, 
independent of marriage. When 
she discovers her husband has 
been unfaithful, she reacts by hav¬ 
ing sex with his best friend. She’s 
not being vindictive. Her husband 
has broken the most fundamental 
part of the marital agreement. He 
shrugs it off, which is unaccept¬ 
able. Shearer’s reaction merits 
sympathy and empathy. She won’t 
be dismissed as a vengeful bitch or 
man-destroying vamp. Jerry has 
her own career; has access to con¬ 
traceptives; likes sex; doesn’t want 
children. Shearer is no floozie; she 
doesn’t have to sell her body to 
succeed. She married for love, not 
status. A marriage of convenience 
doesn’t interest her — she doesn’t 
need it. She’s a woman very much 
like professional women today — 
only this was 1931! Shearer terri¬ 
fied men who wanted to control 
women. 

It’s about clout

Mick LaSalle on 'Complicated Women'

H % assion in a critic is risky. It 
w can also be rewarding. It 
compelled San Francisco 
Chronicle movie critic Mick 
LaSalle to develop a book propos¬ 
al about actresses in pre-Code 
Hollywood, even if publishers 
weren’t interested in the subject. 
Four and a half years and several 
major rewrites later, his dream has 
come true with the publication by 
St. Martin’s Thomas Dunne im¬ 
print of Complicated Women. 

“I really had to do justice to 
how wonderful these women 
were, women like Miriam Hop¬ 
kins, Kay Francis, and of course, 
Norma Shearer,” LaSalle said over 
a cup of coffee recently. “If I didn’t 
tell the story of what the Motion 
Picture Code did to them, who 
would?” 

Complicated Women brings to

ing, who are unjustly forgotten, 
and others, like Hopkins, Young, 
and Claudette Colbert, who are 
remembered for their post-Code 
careers. The differences between 
their pre- and post-1934 roles is il¬ 
luminating. 

Perhaps LaSalle’s most original 
conclusion is that the Code killed 
romance in movies, because it 
“conditioned at least two genera- 


life a gallery of amazing actresses 
— many still remembered, others 
known only to Film buffs — 
whose work before the 1934 en¬ 
forcement of the Motion Picture 
Production Code needs to be 
seen, reassessed, and recognized 
for what it was: the honest por¬ 
trayal of modern women. 

Several chapters celebrate 
Shearer’s sexy, independent, 
groundbreaking roles. By doing 
so, LaSalle challenges orthodox 
opinion about her, particularly 
that of the doyenne of ’60s and 
70s film criticism Pauline Kael. 

When asked about Kael, 
LaSalle, 41, shrugs. “Many critics 
of that era grew up loving the 
films of the late ’30s and ’40s. 
Shearer’s movies of that period 
weren’t her best. Her remarkable 
achievements pre-date the Code. 
Although unlike many writers, 
Kael actually saw Shearer’s films, I 
think she viewed them through 


tions to see [it] as bland, chaste, 
and phony.” Of all its dreadful 
legacies, this may be the worst. 

This review can only hint at the 
wealth of insights in this finely 
written book. LaSalle’s style is ac¬ 
cessible and unaffected. He’s nei¬ 
ther defensive nor doctrinaire. He 
makes the reader think. In a help¬ 
ful appendix, he discusses movies 
mentioned in the text that are 
available for rent. Videos stores 
had better brace for a rush of re¬ 
quests now that this book has ar¬ 
rived. T 


the backwards telescope of The 
Women (1939), which remains her 
best-known movie. But her loyal, 
self-effacing wife in it is far from 
the parts that made her a major 
star.” He quickly adds, “Shearer 
herself didn’t help matters. She 
thought her best film was Marie 
Antoinette (1938). Her perfor¬ 
mance in the first part of the 
movie is so bad, it makes even a 
Shearer die-hard cringe.” 

LaSalle’s narrative shows how 
this remarkable group of stars re¬ 
flected the dramatic changes 
women in contemporary society 
were facing. Increased availability 
of contraceptives and growing 
economic emancipation allowed 
women to look at men in a new 
light: as equals. Stars like Shearer, 
Hopkins, Joan Crawford, Jean 
Harlow, Barbara Stanwyck, Loret¬ 
ta Young, and Ann Harding played 
women who thought sex was 
good, sexy men great — and they 
expressed those feelings with can¬ 
dor on screen. This was an amaz¬ 
ing contrast to women’s sexual 
suppression during the Victorian 
and Edwardian eras and a natural 
outgrowth of the Roaring ’20s. 
But it scared prudes, who wanted 
to censor such portrayals. To pre¬ 
vent individual states from adopt¬ 
ing local laws about film content, 
the studios “voluntarily” came up 
with their own Code. After 1934, 
films like Shearer’s groundbreak¬ 
ing The Divorcee (1930) couldn’t 
get made. 

“It wasn’t just Shearer who suf¬ 
fered,” LaSalle points out. “Every¬

one knows what the Code did to 
Mae West. But look at the movies 
Crawford, Stanwyck, Claudette 
Colbert made before the Code 
and compare them with their later 
ones. They had long careers and 
made good movies after 1934, but 
the type of women they played 
changed — and not for the better. 
Garbo’s roles survived for a while, 
but in the end the Code got her, 
too.” 

Married well? 

Crawford — and many later 
critics : — claimed Shearer’s suc¬ 
cess was attributable to nepotism: 
her husband was MGM’s Produc¬ 
tion Chief, Irving Thalberg. 
LaSalle debunks that assertion. 
“Shearer was a star before her 
marriage, and she alone insisted 
on playing those daring pre-Code 
women. Thalberg didn’t see her 
the way she saw herself.” 

Surprisingly, the book focuses 
on only one director, the obscure 
Monta Bell, who-helmed many of 
Shearer’s best silents, including 


Lady of the Night (1925), which 
LaSalle considers a classic. “Direc¬ 
tors during the studio era didn’t 
have the control they now have. 
Films then were more like rock 
videos today, intended to show¬ 
case a star. And audiences re¬ 
sponded enthusiastically to those 
star vehicles.” 

The Code not only damaged 
careers of important actresses, it 
destroyed a whole genre of films. 
LaSalle makes a compelling argu¬ 
ment that the Code killed ro¬ 
mance in movies for two genera¬ 
tions. Can that legacy be over¬ 
come? 

LaSalle removes his glasses and 
shakes his head. “I don’t know. We 
had 34 years of romance being 
sexless. Now we have sex that is 
romance-less. It’s gruesome. Ex¬ 
cept for some French movies. 
They don’t divorce love and sex.” 

Does a large audience for ro¬ 
mantic movies still exist? Shrug¬ 
ging, LaSalle says, “The pre-Code 
era celebrated women. The top six 
box-office stars *in 1931 were 
women. Women and men went to 
the movies to see actresses on the 
screen. This was true even after 
the Code. But starting in the ’60s, 
record numbers of women joined 
the work force. That may have 
killed the old ‘ladies matinee’ au¬ 
dience, and with it, the audience 
for romantic films.” 

If that doesn’t change, it won’t 
be because LaSalle hasn’t tried.

tor Project, an interactive perfor¬ 
mance installation which ex¬ 
plored ideas of Latin-American 
stereotyping. In the Mextermina-

suggested to Stein something 
from the lives of the saints. She 
chose two Spaniards from the 
16th century — St. Teresa of Avila 
and St. Ignatius Loyola. They did¬ 
n’t know each other in real life, but 
in the opera they are a couple of 
kids in love. Literally kids, not lit¬ 
erally “in love,” though at the end 
they seem to be spiritually mar¬ 
ried and sent off to their big saint¬ 
hood adventure in Heaven. Mor¬ 
ris gets both banal and 
hyper-imaginative at the end 
when he has the two, dressed in 
their little white jammies, ride a 
swing higher and higher, straight 
at the audience. 

Having spent some very amus¬ 


ing times on swings, solo and ac¬ 
companied, I thought this was a 
crackerjack idea, though I am 
sympathetic to those who find it 
just tob cute for its own good. The 
thing is, if you have a saint — es¬ 
pecially a famously erotic saint 
like Teresa of Avila (all of whose 
portraits are swooningly sexual) 
running around in a baby doll 
nightie from Victoria’s Secret, 
you’re liable to excite the pe¬ 
dophiles in the audience if you 
don’t do something spiritual like 
putting her on a swing. 

Mark Morris can be downright 
filthy when he wants to be, though 
it is often funny as well.

' Americanos' at the Roxie 


It’s obvious that the filmmak¬ 
ers behind Americanos feel much 
the same way. This documentary 
is a relentlessly upbeat, Up With 
Hispanics.’-s tyle collection of 
Latin-American success stories. 
Besides Zubizaretta, who brags 
that she billed her clients 52 mil¬ 
lion dollars last year, the film pro¬ 
files Jennifer Bracamontes, an am¬ 
bitious Harvard-bound high 
school senior; Aida Alvarez, the 
first Latin female presidential cab¬ 
inet member; and Carlos Santana, 
a rock ’n’ roll veteran basking in 
late-career superstardom. These 
are all individuals worthy of re¬ 
spect, but their stories add up to a 
highly blinkered look at 
Latin-American life. 

Directors Susan Todd and An¬ 
drew Young occasionally stray 
from the rarefied circles of His¬ 
panic politicians and rock stars, 
but never far enough. Instead of 
profiling a poor immigrant, Todd 
and Young profile a Miami doctor 
who treats poor immigrants. In¬ 
stead of profiling an illegal alien, 
the directors profile a border-pa¬ 
trol officer who hunts down ille¬ 
gal aliens. Reflecting this docu¬ 
mentary’s unnervingly sunny 
tone, this officer claims to have no 
guilt or conflicted emotions about 
spending her nights rousting ille¬ 
gals out of ditches and hauling 
them back to Mexico. 

One of the few participants to 
speak thoughtfully about any¬ 
thing dark or troubling about the 
Hispanic experience is perfor¬ 
mance artist Guillermo 
Gomez-Pena. Gomez-Pena re¬ 
cently mounted the Mextermina-

SF Symphony opens season

T he San Francisco Sympho¬ 
ny’s 89th season began on 
Wednesday, September 20, 
the traditional opening night gala 
arriving weeks later than usual. 
The orchestra’s well-received Eu¬ 
ropean tour caused the delay, but 
jet-lag and last-minute rehearsals 
did nothing to keep the musicians 
and Music Director Michael 
Tilson Thomas from making a 
pleasant showing during a sub¬ 
dued event that couldn’t avoid a 
certain feeling of anticlimax. 
There was a minimalist tone to 


the event this year that started with 
an absence of flowers in the lobby 
and continued through endless 
complimentary glasses of too- 
sweet California champagne. The 
patrons were overwhelmingly clad 
in black and, while we always ex¬ 
pect understated elegance at 
Davies Hall, the couture seemed to 
match the generally low-key mood. 

The concert itself was all over 
the map. Like the surrounding 
party, there didn’t appear to be a 
cohesive theme. The tall Florentine 
pots of stacked crimson and cream- 
colored roses at either end of the 
stage had about as much to do with 
the general proceedings as the

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ceress in Dido and Aeneas, which 
shared the double bill with Four 
Saints, masturbates on stage and 
then wipes her hand on her gown. 
Take that, Aunt Maud! So I am not 
quite sure what to make of Morris 
when he sends St. Teresa (Michelle 
Yard), childlike in demeanor but 
built like a woman, as many of 
Morris’ female dancers are, cavort¬ 
ing about in this filmy outfit. Saint¬ 
ly? Only if you buy the premise — 
promoted by Thomson and Stein 
as well — that these two cheerful 
saints and their compadres, espe¬ 
cially the fictional pair St. Chavez 
and St. Settlement, are completely 
innocent of organized religion, as 
well as of commercialized sex. 

The music says yes, the text 
says yes, and Morris says what 
Morris often says: Here is a com¬ 
munity that makes itself believe in 
goodness and beauty by per¬ 
forming everyday tasks, from gar¬ 
dening to dancing to ascending to 
Heaven, as if they were the most 
natural things in the world. In 
Morris’ blessed never-never land, 
ascending to Heaven is as easy as 
pruning roses. It’s romantic love 
that is hard. 

So while Four Saints tootles on 
in inimitable Morris fashion, 
making us grin (and sometimes 
nod off), Didoc racks us across the 
knuckles with its grim reminder 
that, while the search for love is 
the most important of all human 
activities, it is doomed to miser¬ 
able, lacerating failure. And from 
that failure, we make art. 

The nervous Berkeley audi¬ 
ence, which inevitably giggles at 
the wrong things, loved the end of 
Dido and Aeneas, but it took a 
while. Morris (Dido) is older, 
heavier and more mannered than 
he was just five years ago when 
MMDG did Dido at Zellerbach 
Playhouse, a more suitably inti¬ 
mate venue. Yet he still holds a 
balance better than any dancer 
alive, and his eagle-like wing span 
is breathtaking. He still com¬ 


mands the stage to the point 
where those snickers that greeted 
Dido’s initial anguish, and her kit¬ 
tenish capitulation to Guillermo 
Resto’s still-macho Aeneas, froze 
in the miscreants’ throats in the 
final scene. 

Jennifer Lane did not sing Dido 
very well. I have the suspicion that 
Morris loves singers and voices so 
much that he prefers not to judge 
them. This is a mistake many ex¬ 
cellent musicians make because 
they are participating rather than 
listening. (The rest of us are not so 
lucky.) Yet Lane managed to suck 
it up for a moving “When I am laid 
in earth.” With conductor Craig 
Smith absolutely nailing the 
important ground bass figure that 
underlies the number, Morris’ 
taut, agonized death scene pro¬ 
duced profound silence in Zeller¬ 
bach Hall. T

hodgepodge of composers had to 
do with a well-considered program. 

No one could complain much 
about the performances. The cur¬ 
tain-raiser, Aaron Copland’s Dan- 
zon Cubano, certainly got the 
crowd’s attention after a raggedy 
run-through of the national an¬ 
them. It was simply inexplicable 
that Mozart’s Notturno in D 
major for Four Orchestras came 
next on the bill. It was charming¬ 
ly performed after Tilson Thomas 
made a wry introduction that al¬ 
luded to the problems faced by 
composers who must write music 
for gala events. Alasdair Neale, 
Apo Hsu and Michael Morgan 
managed to conduct their charges 
from various parts of the hall with 
some degree of audibility, but the 
overall effect was slight. 

Mozart led to more Mozart 
with the first appearance on-stage 
of guest artist Russian violinist 
Maxim Vengerov. Looking sophis¬ 
ticated and sleek in a frock coat, 
Vengerov launched into a strong 
and outgoing account of the Vio¬ 


lin Concerto No. 4 in D. Playing 
his own witty and brilliant caden¬ 
zas, the young virtuoso seemed to 
match MTT’s relaxed celebratory 
mood. It was a little long for an 
audience that was already feeling 
their champagne and the stuffy 
warmth of the auditorium, but 
the extended intermission that 
followed would let everyone get 
their second wind. 

Lush life 

Round two found the powerful 
soloist more than able to tackle 
two strenuous showpieces. The 
Introduction and Rondo capric- 
cioso, Opus 28 by Saint-Saens let 
Vengerov unleash a steady stream 
of lush melodies, perfectly suited 
to his gleaming tone. The follow¬ 
ing Carmen Fantasy by Franz 
Waxman on themes from Bizet’s 
opera was finally what the evening 
called for — a big, beautiful party 
noisemaker. 

Michael Tilson Thomas as¬ 
sumed his rightful star position 
for the concert’s finale, a measured 
and trim reading of Ravel’s seduc¬ 
tive Bolero. I doubt if there is a 
soul alive who doesn’t relate sen¬ 
sually to this cumulatively 
thrilling work, and MTT got as 
good as he gave from his dedicat¬ 
ed players. The audience, under¬ 
standably, leapt to an enthusiastic 
standing ovation, but there was no 
balloon drop this year — not even 
a confetti shoot or special lighting 
effects. The kid in me had to con¬ 
fess to a certain let-down, though 


Tilson Thomas gamely returned 
to give us an encore, an ensemble 
dance from Prokofiev’s Romeo 
and Juliet. It was right out of the 
grab bag, something like the rest 
of the program and only mildly 
satisfying. 

The party went on with lots of 
food and booze in the rotunda of 
City Hall (along with a 
tooth-loosening ’80s cover band 
in one of the side rooms). The real 
glamour was saved for the tent, 
over in the musician’s parking lot 
alongside Davies Hall. The Re¬ 
naissance Italian trappings and 
projections of artworks on the 
sloping ceiling made up for the 
bare look of the hall. A happy 
blend of everything from swing to 
the Jackson Five poured raucous¬ 
ly from the big band onstage, and 
the patrons looked like they were 
finally in the mood to get down. 

At one point the maestro him¬ 
self went swooping goofily past 
my companions and me with a 
look of impish pleasure illuminat¬ 
ing his dark sardonic eyes. He 
knows opening nights are for see¬ 
ing and not hearing. 

The real music-making of the 
2000-01 season’s start continues 
through the weekend with violinist 
Sarah Chang appearing with Tilson 
Thomas in some Dvorak and 
Ravel. Also, do try to make it to the 
free outdoor noontime concert this 
Friday, September 29 at Yerba 
Buena Gardens — it’s has become 
an annual event that is very San

V A •hile it may be white-bread after the spice of the Folsom 
via Street Fair, plenty of folks in the San Francisco LGBT com- 
W W munity prefer the Castro Street Fair, since it looks and feels 
more like the quaint family festivals most of us grew up with in our 
home towns — only without the parents present to make us mind 
our manners. 

Instead of leather, most of the 250,000 or so attendees at the 
Castro Street Fair sport shorts, t-shirts, sandals or sneakers as they 
peruse the crafts and pop-art novelties available at the booths, 
snack on hot dogs and/or Pad Thai, cruise for tops, bottoms, and 
in-betweens, grab free packets of condoms and personal lube, and 
traipse hand in hand, arm in arm, and crotch to butt around the 
gayest neighborhood in America.

jgj was intrigued with the headlin- 
| er bookings at our porn the- 
M aters for this Folsom Fair holi¬ 
day weekend. Some of porn’s 
biggest names were in town, and 
I’m not only referring to popular¬ 
ity. It was their size that made me 
want to see Chad Connors, Joe 
Romero and especially — like my 
grandmother offering the Sab¬ 
bath prayer, I feel like I 
should cover my face while 
uttering the name of the 
deity — Bo Garret. 

Chad’s big muscles have 
gotten mighty bur¬ 
nished, but after all, he’s 
still a boy, an eager-to- 
please pup.

, on nails? Bo looks 
good, but he’s bored. 
He wanders around 
the auditorium, but he 
ain’t giv¬ 
ing any¬ 
thing to 
the 

crowd, and he’s certainly not get¬ 
ting anything back. He bumps 
around listlessly on the stage for a 
few seconds, and then he’s gone. 

Now, I don’t want to pay to 
touch Bo. Hell, I don’t really even 
wanna get fucked by Bo. I wanna 
get fucked by talent. I thought 
when you were billed as the head¬ 
liner, you put on a show. I’m such 
a dreamer. So I split. 

Weill thing 

If there’s anything worse than 
dashed expectations, it’s dashed 
desire. It’s put me in a really exis¬ 
tential mood. As I wander down¬ 
hill into the Tenderloin, I see peo¬ 
ple sitting alone in a greasy spoon, 
having breakfast at the wrong 
time of day. The beggar woman 
outside the ACT stage door on 
Mason is doing her best threepen¬ 
ny opera routine, but her tune 
ain’t Weill, it’s Misery. But hey, it’s 
an act, and she’s more engaged in 
it than the performers I just sub¬ 
jected myself to. I flip her the coin 
I wouldn’t grace a porn star with. 
If erotic performing has been re¬ 
duced to only the chance for us to 



pay to touch a porn star, then I’m 
so disillusioned I’ll never enter a 
porn theatre again. 

Until, perhaps, October 6-7 at 
9 p.m., when the New Meat Cam¬ 
pus is throwing world premier 
parties for The Bare Dick Project. 
As always, one has high hopes, 
prompted by the video’s ad line 
which proclaims, “In the woods, 
no one can hear you cream.” 
Here’s the movie’s description: “In 
December of 1999, four cute film 
students disappeared in the woods 
near Guerneville while shooting a 
documentary.

W henever I think of Patri¬ 
cia Barber, I think of 
someone who is very se¬ 
rious about her art. For instance, 
her latest album, Nightclub (Blue 
Note/Premonition), features 
painstakingly faithful versions of 
the standards that she often plays 
during her nightclub sets. Yet, 
during the course of our inter¬ 
view, she used the word “fun” 
nearly half a dozen times to refer 
to her music and her work. If she’s 
having as much fun as she seems 
to be, then the listener should, too. 

Gregg Shapiro: You contributed 
the track Winter to the Lesbian 
Community Cancer Project bene¬ 
fit disc High Risk. How did you 
become involved in the project? 

Patricia Barber: It was actually 
just a phone call. It went through 
official channels -— the record 
company and my manager — and 
all I had to do was say yes. 

When we last spoke two years

ago, you were being courted by a 
couple of different major labels, 
and have since signed with Blue 
Note Records. 

I signed with Premonition, and 
then Blue Note wanted to distrib¬ 
ute my CDs, so they signed a spe¬ 
cial distribution deal with Premo¬ 
nition that had to be approved by 
me. It was very much about my 
records, and doesn’t necessarily 
guarantee that Premonition can 
get their other records out 
through Blue Note, although Blue 
Note has the option to choose 
what, of the other catalog, they 
want to use. 

There was a 250-page contract 
that I had to look over. One of 
those corporate things. It’s cer¬ 
tainly been fun. We went ahead 
and made the record Modern Cool 
on Premonition/Blue Note. The 
live record Companion and the 
new record, Nightclub, they’re Pre¬ 
monition/Blue Note releases.

Shades of love 

Patricia Barber's 
new CD,' Nightclub'

N udity in public is dangerous, and artistic nudity even more 
so. Audiences, after all, expect artists, especially performing 
ones, to reveal their feelings, and they can usually tell if 
they’re getting the truth. Though Patricia Barber has been singing, 
composing and playing in public for over 20 years, she’s never re¬ 
leased an album of standards till now, which is unusual because 
that’s where most jazz singers start. Instead, she seems to have wait¬ 
ed until her life experience caught up with her musical knowledge. 
It takes years to know ourselves, and sometimes just as many to be 
comfortable with who we’ve found. Barber’s new CD, Nightclub 
(Premonition/Blue Note), is steeped in these feelings. It’s also de¬ 
livered in the singer’s trademark whispered style which sometimes 
appears to hide just as much as it reveals. Still, Barber’s pretty nude 
here, and often more explicitly so than in her five previous CDs. 
You could even call Nightclub an album of 12 torch songs, and you 
can’t get more naked and classic than that. 

Bronislau Kaper’s “Invitation,” which appeared in the 1952 
George Cukor film of the same name, used to be done a lot, and it’s 
not hard to see why. The tune is haunting, melancholy and defi¬ 
nitely noir, and Paul Francis Webster’s lyric is superb. Who today 
could write, “Where have you been, darling come in, into my heart,” 
and who but Barber could make it mean so many things — desire, 
loneliness and sorrow —- and project it so knowingly, without the 
slightest bit of strain? 

Other songs are just as searchingly covered. Jerome Kern’s “Yes¬ 
terdays,” which was first heard in his 1933 musical Roberta, be¬ 
comes an epic meditation on time (and Otto Harbach’s ambivalent 
words), with spectacular contributions from Barber, Marc John¬ 
son, bass, and Adam Nussbau, drums. “Autumn Leaves” began its 
life as the song “Feuilles Mortes” (literally “Dead Leaves”), with 
lyrics by the great French poet Jacques Prevert and music by Joseph 
Kosma in Marcel Carne’s 1946 film Les Portes de la Nuit(The Gates 
of Night). Barber gives a very up-close and personal view of John¬ 
ny Mercer’s perfect English lyric, which paradoxically enough 
makes it feel even bigger — bleak vocal, fluid bass solo (Johnson 
again), and a piano paraphrase of the tune with flamenco touches. 

She goes south of the border with Marcos Valle’s Brazilian tune 
“Summer Samba” (Paulo Sergio Valle and Norman Gimbel, words), 
which Astrud Gilberto popularized; and to France for Francis Lai’s 
title song to Claude Lelouch’s 1966 hit film A Man and a Woman, 
and sings both without the slightest hint of irony. A similar ap¬ 
proach works wonders on the Burt Bacharach/Hal David tune to 
Lewis Gilbert’s film Alfie (1966), which Barber deepens by taking at 
a very moderate tempo, and if you listen closely you’ll hear why: it 
was never meant to be a showstopper. 

Cole Porter’s “So in Love” emerges as an ardent plea — tender 
but ardent nonetheless. Likewise the Jules Styne/Sammy Cahn “I 
Fall in Love Too Easily,” which has never sounded so heartbreak- 
ingly simple. A truly sensitive artist finds drama, poignance and 
truth in the tiniest gesture. In a time where everything is blatant 
and every “deep” meaning is italicized, it’s nice to know that Patri¬ 
cia Barber is here walking the talk. She ain’t no Shirley Bassey. ▼ 


way. 

I m glad you mentioned the live 
disc Companion. Why did you de¬ 
cide to release a live disc after so 
much time has gone by? 

That was an idea proposed by 
the record company. It was sup¬ 
posed to be a companion, literally, 
to Modern Cool, extend the artistic 
vision of Modern Cool and give 
people a taste of the live perfor¬ 
mance. We hadn’t done anything 
live up to that point. 

It was supposed to be fun. I 
pulled out a lot of the repertoire 
that we had been doing live, that 
people liked, and we did it at the 
Green Mill, which is home for me. 

On Companion , you worked with 
Jason Narducy of Verbow. How 
did that come about? 

That was my idea. I wanted to 
re-do “Touch Of Trash” with a dif¬ 
ferent solo sound. I thought it 
would be fun to sing every other 
chorus with a man. I was really ac¬ 
tively looking for a rock singer, 
and Jason sent me a CD. I just 
loved his voice, so I picked it. 

Will you be returning the favor, 
and appear on a Verbow disc? 

Well, if he would ever ask me, I 
suppose, yeah. 

The material on your new studio 
album Nightclub is of a more tra¬ 
ditional variety. How did you go 
about selecting the songs? 

It was something that I wanted 
to do. It wasn’t the record compa¬ 
ny’s idea, it was my idea. It’s be¬ 
cause it’s what I have been doing 
every night for 20 years. If you

come and hear me late at night, 
the bulk of material that I do is the 
standard repertoire. I certainly 
stick in originals and fun covers, 
but the real core of my repertoire 
are the standards. I had stayed 
away from doing standards all 
these years because I didn’t want 


to be catalogued in a very narrow 
way — that can easily happen 
with jazz singers. I feel that I 
forged an identity now, and so 
now I am able to do it. This is re¬ 
ally for my late-night fans, and for 
my Mom, who has been waiting

for this record for a long time. 

What was your method for staying 
true to the standards? 

As a producer, I was very care¬ 
ful not to step out of the material; 
not to let any of the instrumental¬ 
ists pull it away; not to use it as a 
vehicle for improvisation, as much 
as to have a discipline about stay¬ 
ing within the material. In my 
viewpoint, that would be more 
like the old artists. How do I put 
this? I had been offered a hotshot 
producer for this project, and I 
said no. He said to me, “Let’s do all 
blue tunes. Or let’s do all this or 
that.” It was a hook. And I said, “I 
don’t want to do a hook. I want 
this to be the purest project that 
I’m going to be doing.” It will ei¬ 
ther stand or fall on its own mer¬ 
its, and that will be done within a 
very narrow band. You have to lis¬ 
ten carefully for the material as it 
plays down. The bass player, the 
drummer, the pianist, the singer. 
There aren’t any cheap tricks at all. 

It's respectful of the material. 

Yes, very respectful. Right. 

The first time I ever heard the 
song "You Don't Know Me" was 
in 1977, when both Kenny Log- 
gins and Bette Midler included 
covers of that song on their re¬ 
spective discs. I fell in love with 
the song at that time. Why did 
you choose to cover it? 

I can’t remember when I 
learned that tune. There are a lot 
of tunes that professionals, who 
have been playing for many years, 
don’t remember anymore where 
they picked up a song. By osmo¬ 
sis, you know? Musicians tend to 
be able to play almost anything 
that they hear. There’s probably 
not a standard out there that I’m 
not familiar with in some way. I 
can’t explain this, except to say 
that I found what I thought was 
an interesting musical idea for it, 
which was basically to use a pedal 
tone on the piano. That gave it a 
kind of Keith Jarrett insistence, a 
tiny little bit. I just started doing 
that at the club and, boy, did we 
get a response. That’s always a 
good test for me, what kind of a 
response I get at the club. For 
some reason, people relate to that 
song.

I love that. It’s one of my 
biggest influences. I think you can 
hear it in my singing and every¬ 
thing I do. I do sing in Portuguese, 
but I would never put it on a 
recording, because you have so 
many Brazilians who do it better. 
But I do it almost every night 
when I perform. I just love that 
material. It’s very dear to me, all of 
it. 

There have been photographs by 
your former partner, photograph¬ 
er Valerie Booth, on some of your 
previous album covers, and I was 
wondering if her work would be 
appearing on the new album. 

Yes, she has a stunning photo- 
-graph inside the CD, really stun¬ 
ning, that will be on posters and T- 
shirts and such, with a little prose 
piece that I wrote about what it 
feels like to perform in a nightclub 
late at night. There are no liner 
notes on the CD, just that. ▼
